The 
Science 
of Paper 
Conditioning

E all think of the era in which we are living as the 

“age of science.” Scientists the world over have 
dedicated themselves to the task of developing machines 
and applications designed to give us all better living, 
better methods to be applied to our industries and better 
ways of measuring our finished products. As members 
of the great graphic arts industry, we should all strive 
constantly to take advantage of any benefits which may 
be derived from applying scientific methods to any phase 
of our operations. 

There have been many new and revolutionary devel- 
opments in our industry in these last six postwar years. 
Too few of these, however, have found their way into 
the ordinary shop. This is not always indicative of a lack 
of progressiveness on the part of the plant operator. 
Frequently, physical limitations of the plant itself impose 
restrictions which make it uneconomical to incorporate

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new techniques and equipment. We 
should, however, take full advantage 
of all available information which wiil 
assist us in making our business more 
accurate and efficient. 

One of the ways in which we can 
control our operations is in the scien- 
tific handling of paper. Let’s see just 
why accurate controls are necessary 
and how they may be applied. 

As has been so often stated, paper 
is a hygroscopic substance. This sim- 
ply means that paper has the prop- 
erty of giving off or taking on mois- 
ture when placed in an atmosphere 
with which it is not in equilibrium. For 
example, stock with a moisture con- 
tent of 5.0% will take on moisture 
if placed in a room where the relative 
humidity is 60%. If placed in a room 
where the relative humidity is 30%, 
however, this same paper will give off 
or lose moisture to the atmosphere. 
Most of us have seen the everyday 
results of this property of paper in 
‘loose newspapers which have been 


kept in damp basements or dry attics; 
the paper has leveled itself to the 
moisture content of its surrounding 
atmosphere. 


The reason for this reaction lies in 
the cellulose fibres from which paper 
is made. These tiny hollow fibers are 
extremely sensitive to moisture condi- 
tions and are the “moisture-control” 
agents of the paper. 








This interchange of moisture be- 
tween paper and atmosphere, even in 
moderate amounts, has marked effect 
on the paper, and it is in this effect 
that we are most interested. When 
the fibers mentioned above absorb or 
lose moisture, there is a _ definite 
change in their size. With the millions 
of them present in paper, this means 
a commensurate change in the over- 
all size of the sheets. With a sheet 
25x38, this change in size may be 
as much as a quarter of an inch. To 
quote one of Hamlet’s more famous 
soliloquies, “‘Ay, ther’s the rub!” For 
it is this constant fluctuation in size, 
caused by variations in atmospheric 
humidity, that makes scientific han- 
dling a “must” in the modern press- 
room. 

There are certain periods of the 
year when these atmospheric condi- 
tions cause more than their share of 
difficulties. For most of us, these are 
the months of July and August with 
their high humidity and the winter 
months when the heat is on in our 
buildings and the relative humidity 
drops to low readings. It is during 
these periods that we must be par- 
ticularly careful if we are to keep 
spoilage and lost man-hours at a 
minimum. 


Complete air conditioning, plus the 
use of specified moisture-content pa- 
per, will prevent many of the prob-

Check relative humidity of paper 
with a paper hygroscope 


lems brought about by paper shrink- 
ing and stretching, curling and ac- 
quiring wavy edges. There is still, 
however, the necessity for extremely 
careful packaging by the manufac- 
turer and a period of adjustment to 
the pressroom temperature before the 
wrapping is removed. This period of 
adjustment, according to Robert F. 
Reed, Research Director of the Litho- 
graphic Technical Foundation, de- 
pends on the volume of the skid of 
paper and the difference in tempera- 
ture between the paper and the press- 
room. Prof. Reed has compiled a 
convenient graph by which the length 
of this period may be determined. 

When we consider this possible 
remedy, however, there are several 
objections which come to mind: 

1. The cost of installing a com- 
plete air conditioning system is, at 
the present time, almost prohibitive 
for the average plant. 


2. The condition of many buildings 
used by lithographers is such as to 
make satisfactory air conditioning im- 
practical. 


3. The layouts of many plants in 
current use are not adaptable to an 
economical means of complete air 
conditioning. (Improved results may 
sometimes be obtained in this situa- 
tion by conditioning only the press- 
rooms and/or bindery.) 

4. In regard to specified moisture 
content paper, there is still no inex- 
pensive method of protecting a skid 
of stock from mill to pressroom so 
that its moisture content can be guar- 
anteed at arrival. A tiny rip in the 
protective covering now used will sub- 
ject the entire skid to any variations 
of humidity which it may encounter. 

Faced with these objections, our 
lithographer may well ask himself, 
“What can I do to overcome these 
confounded paper troubles?” (Lithog- 
raphers being famous for mild lan- 
guage! ) 

The answer lies in the already men- 
tioned scientific handling of stock. 
The proper mixing of “know-how,” 
gained from experience and continued 
study, with the other ingredients of 
proper equipment properly used and 
careful supervision of the handling 
process will result in bringing our 
humidity troubles down to a mini- 
mum. 

As soon as a skid of paper is opened 
up for use, it should be tested for 
moisture content. This may be done 
quickly and accurately with a paper 
hygroscope, often called a “sword” 
hygroscope because of its shape. 

This instrument is designed by the 
Research Bureau of the Lithographic 
Technical Foundation and has been 
proven by years of actual use in litho- 
graphic plants. However, too few 
plants take advantage of the hygro- 
scope. Discussion with pressroom fore- 
men has brought out the fact that 
comparatively few of them have any 
understanding of the instrument or 
what it can do for them. 

Testing with the paper hygroscope

is the first step in what we have called 
the scientific handling of stock. By 
determining the moisture content of 
the stock and the relative humidity 
of the pressroom atmosphere, we can 
tell by a glance at a prepared table 
of equilibrium values whether or not 
the stock is in proper condition to 
run. If testing indicates correct mois- 
ture content, the skid should be run 
immediately. 


If the hygroscope reading indicates 
that the paper does not have the 
proper moisture content, some means 
must be employed to bring it into 
such condition. In many plants today 
this is done “by guess and by God” 
with little appreciation of the bene- 
ficial results to be obtained from ac- 
curate control. 


’ The Time Needed 


It is absolutely impossible to set 
up an arbitrary time limit and say 
» that stock will be conditioned in that 
“time. With varying humidity in the 
‘atmosphere and, in many cases, no 

two skids of paper having the same 
“moisture content, conditioning must 
be tailored to fit the individual skids. 
By taking a reading with the hygro- 
scope, an estimate may be made of 
the amount of conditioning necessary 
for a particular skid. This skid is 
hung in the conditioning machine for 
the estimated period, a ream is re- 
moved and a new reading is taken to 
check results. If proper conditioning 
has been achieved, the paper is re- 
moved and put on the press. If not, 
the conditioning process is continued 
until the stock attains the correct 
moisture content as indicated by the 
hygroscope. The Southworth Paper 
Conditioner is so designed that it is 
possible to maintain constant control 
over the stock, with each compart- 
ment treated as an individual unit. 


If stock requires 30 minutes of con- 
ditioning, it may be removed at the 
end of that time. If it requires three 
hours, it can be hung for that exact 
period. This unique feature makes 
for accurate, scientific control of the 
conditioning process and results in a 
definite saving of time. 


In Multicolor Work 


The stock is now ready for the 
press. But the multicolor lithographer 
is not yet in position to relax his 
close supervision of his stock. The 
ever-present problem of register is 
waiting for him, ready to throw his 
production schedule off should his 
vigilance not be maintained. 


As the paper comes from its first 
run on the press, it should be put 
under some kind of moisture-resistant 
covering in an attempt to maintain its 
original moisture content. But in any 
event, the stock must be checked with 
the hygroscope before being put 
through another run. If there is no 
change in moisture content, the paper 
can be given a second run with little 
fear of misregister due to shrinking 
or stretching If, however, the hygro- 
scope indicates a change in moisture 
content, the paper must be recondi- 
tioned to the same reading it gave 
before the first run. This process must 
be repeated between each run to in- 
sure proper register. It sounds like a 
lot of work. Actually, over a period 
of time it is not only time-saving but 
money-saving as well. There will be 
a minimum of spoilage due to mis- 
register caused by the paper shrink- 
ing or stretching. If paper must be 
reconditioned between runs, the fact 
is determined before the press is set 
up and the run started. Scientific 
handling, again, assures speed of pro- 
duction and accuracy of work. 

In the plant which is not condi- 
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tioned, the best solution lies in an 
intelligent handling of doors and win- 
dows plus the maintenance of a con- 
stant humidity in the pressroom and 
bindery through the installation of 
humidifying heads. 


Weather Bureau statistics taken over 
a period of 20 years for the Great 
Lakes region show that even during 
the hot summer months, the average 
humidity inside an occupied building 
never went above 58% R.H. Since 
best lithographing conditions exist 
with humidity between 50 and 55% 
R.H., this particular region presents 
no problem from average weather. 
However, the humidifying heads with 
accurate controls are necessary to 
maintain constant humidity within the 
pressroom. As has already been 
pointed out, fluctuating humidity is 
one of the lithographer’s greatest ob- 
stacles to full production from his 
presses. Again, science comes to his 
aid with accurate, scientifically-de- 
signed humidifying heads which may 
be installed on a scientific basis. 


Although it is not a problem in 
most regions in the humid summer 
months, during the rest of the year 
Static electricity brings another head- 
ache to the lithographer. Once more 
science comes to the rescue by show- 
ing us that air containing 37 per cent 
or less relative humidity is a non- 
conductor of electricity. We also know 
that paper containing 3%4 per cent 





of moisture or less is a non-conductor. 
Therefore, to carry off the static elec- 
tricity generated by sheets of paper 
sliding over one another and by the 
moving parts of the press itself, the 
relative humidity of the pressroom 
and the moisture content of the stock 
must be above the figures quoted. If 
these requirements are met, static 
electricity will be dissipated as soon 
as it is generated and the pressman 
will not be troubled with sheets 
sticking together or wadding up at 
the stripper fingers. In addition, dis- 
sipation of static electricity will elimi- 
nate smutting and most offsetting. 

Static wreaks all kinds of havoc 
also in our binderies, particularly with 
folding machine. Many a job, safely 
through the pressroom, has come to 
grief on the folders because of hu- 
midity problems. Here again, accu- 
rate control of the relative humidity 
in the bindery will assure even pro- 
duction and salable products. 

There are many other aspects of 
pressroom and bindery work which are 
affected by modern scientific methods, 
far too many to discuss here. In writ- 
ing this article, the author had no 
intention of presenting any new or 
startling facts. His only purpose is to 
present facts which, although known, 
are not well enough known or often 
enough practiced. By publishing them 
here, it is hoped that more printers 
and lithographers will see them and 
apply them to their own benefit.

HE village printer liked the alert air of the young 
fellow who had just applied for a place on the staff 
as job salesman. But he did all he could to discourage 
the young man. The printer told him that he had lived in 
the village all his life, and had long ago given up all 
hope of selling to the merchants and professional men. 
“Our doctors and dentists,” said the printer “get a pad 
of bill forms and a ten-cent pack of envelopes at the dime 
store, rubber stamp their name on it, and mail out bills 
to patients. You couldn't earn wages, selling printing in 
this town.” 


“But,” the young fellow protested, still self confident, 
“all I need is a connection with your office. All I ask is 
a commission on everything I sell.” 

That the printer could do and he agreed to pay a com- 
mission on business brought in. Then, at the young fel- 
low’s request, he gave a flat figure for certain simple jobs. 

“I doubt it would pay me to use printed stationery,” 
said a physician when his business was solicited an hour 
later. “I am not vain about-my name or position in the 
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community, and what few bills I get 
out look all right and bring results. 
What more could printed stationery 
do?” 

“Doctor,” the salesman countered, 
“vou don’t have even a business notice 
in the local paper.” 

“That’s right. Everyone knows me 
and where to find me.” 

“But, have you ever considered that 
somebody, either in town or far out 
on the rural routes, might like to have 
something that bears your office hours 
and telephone number?” 

“Well, my patients ought to know.” 

The salesman suggested that he ask 
his receptionist how well the patients 


knew these two items. The girl said 
that quite a few women made their 
first visit to learn the doctor’s hours, 
and others called up regarding them. 

The doctor was right about folks 
knowing where to find him, but not 
when he was available. It resulted in 
the doctor’s first purchase of invoices, 
statements and envelopes to match 
and business cards. 

At each succeeding call on profes- 
sional men, the salesman showed the 
doctor’s fair-sized order, and it helped 
immeasurably. Physicians exhibited 
great interest in the same samples that 
caused their colleague to buy, and 
each sale seemed easier than the previ- 
ous one. 

Having gotten off to a pretty good 
start on professional men, the young 


salesman headed for the village news- 
stand and bus stop. He had long been 
a patron of the newsstand and knew 
the proprietor’s method of imprinting 
his name with rubber stamp on a piece 
of five by three inch newsprint, as a 


bill head. Then a pencilled line— 
“Paper account for June, July, August 
and September—$6.08. Newspaper ac- 
counts payable in advance.” 

When a patron came in to pay the 
bill, the proprietor sometimes wrote 
“Paid, EJC” on the slip and entered 
it in the books, but more often he rang 
up the payment on the cash register, 
tore off the slip of tape and gave 
that as a receipt. 

The salesmen tackled the newsstand 
proprietor and suggested a simple bill- 
head with the printed line—‘News- 
paper account for the months of 

ta ” and with a line at 
the foot of the sheet that the accounts 
were payable in advance. 

Further, the salesman pointed out, 
each billhead ought to carry an an- 
nouncement of the many items carried, 
such as cigars and tobacco, candy, 
magazines, books, occasion cards, 
gloves, and dozens of other things, 
besides bus tickets, fountain drinks 
and soft drinks and ice cream to take 
out. 

The newsstand had three other op- 
erators in nearly 40 years of existence, 
but each followed the predecessor’s 
example and did all his billing on 
rubber-stamped, pencilled, sheets of 
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head in the clouds and feet on solid earth, this 
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basis. There’s a type face for everybody, and 
Garamond is for you. Print foundry type! 
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newsprint. The present proprietor was 
quick to see the many advantages of 
business-like methods and upset tradi- 
tion by ordering billheads and en- 
velopes. 

A gasoline station proprietor scoffed 
at the use of printed postal cards to 
advertise his station. 

“They don’t pay,” he said scorn- 
fully. “The company furnished us with 
a six-card campaign a few years ago, 
and if they brought even a ripple of 
business I never noticed it.” 

“What do you expect from a canned 
campaign?” asked the young sales- 
man. “You can’t tell me that your own 
postal card campaign wouldn’t get 
results if you played up the kind of 
service you give every day. Or don’t 
you need new business?” 

“Okay,” said the manager, “you’ve 
‘been coming in for our gas and oil 
for quite a few years, so you show me 
something sound that we have to ad- 
yertise. If it’s good, I’ve got a few 
dollars in the sock that I'll spend.” 

The salesman began to enumerate 
Various services, such as checking the 
battery of every car that came in for 


gas. This was unvaried routine, but 
the manager was so close he had long 
ago overlooked its great value to the 
negligent motorist. Further, battery 
cables, radiator hose and clamps, were 
all inspected when the battery had 
been cared for. Windshield wiper in- 


spection was old stuff, but all of these 
services had won commendation many 
times from appreciative motorists. 

Lastly, a dozen local auto owners 
had for 12 years patronized the oil 
change and grease department, with- 
out ever giving a thought to their 
cars. The station kept a set of keys 
for each of these cars, and cars were 
picked up at regular intervals, brought 
in for service and then returned to 
their original parking spot. 

When he had been reminded that 
he was a live wire and that his super- 
service had kept his station going 
when some others closed, he asked 
the salesman to rough out a postal 
card campaign and bring it around. 

Before the week was out, the printer 
decided the young fellow was every 
bit as good as he looked, and gave 
him a regular berth on the staff. Any- 
one could have done as well as this 
salesman if he had taken time to show 
his prospects why it would pay them 
to spend money for printed matter. 

Anyone in business or one of the 
professions can make good use of 
printed matter of some kind, whether 
he is located in a metropolis or some 
little whistle stop. All he asks is to be 
convinced so he can feel justified in 
spending the money. The right kind 
of printing for him is bound to pay off. 
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Pen Name From His Printer

Efficiency can be increased and accidents 
reduced with the proper use of mirrors 


HROUGH the use of mirrors, printers have mini- 
mized interruptions, reduced the amount of climbing 
required of their operators, and cut down on accidents. 

A well-placed set of mirrors mounted above a press cut 
down more than half of the climbing an operator for- 
merly did on the press. The mirrors permit him to work 
at floor level while at the same time enabling him to keep 
tab on the mechanical progress of press sheets at higher 
elevations. Kemper Insurance Company reported in one 
of its publications that mirrors removed the necessity of 
frequent climbing of vertical ladders in boiler rooms 
where certain conditions must be checked at intervals or 
observed upon signal. Steam and water gauges, for ex- 
ample, are watched via mirrors from the boiler room 
floor. Another boiler room application is an outdoor 
mirror, which is mounted in a position to reflect smoke 
from the stacks. As the operators change the rate of fuel 
supply for efficient combustion inside the boiler room, 
they observe the color of the smoke on the outside in the 


outdoor mirror. Continued on page 28

At the delivery end of a graining 
machine, a mirror enables the opera- 
tor to view the grained sheets as they 
drop onto the delivery table. Pre- 
viously, it was necessary to leave the 
feeding position unattended, while the 
operator went to the delivery end to 
check the grained sheets. The mirror 
thus saves time and physical effort. 

Mirrors are also employed to watch 
the accumulation of trimmings or 
shavings at points remote from the 


operator’s work position. Timely re- 
placement of filled containers pre- 
vents time-consuming overflows, and 
resultant poor housekeeping. 

And mirrors literally give some men 
“eves in the back of their heads.” 
In a small bindery a folder operator 
running two small folders is able to 
jog signatures while the machines 
are running. He accomplishes this 
through the use of a large mirror 
placed in the corner of the room ad- 
jacent to the jogging table. Thus, as 
he jogs, he glances into the mirror 
to check the progress of the folding. 

Perhaps the most appreciated use 
of mirrors ts by machinists. They re- 
port speedier repairs on _ printing 
equipment through the use of pocket 
mirrors (usually borrowed from the 
wife’s, sister’s or daughter’s purse). 
The mirrors are used to reflect small 
machine parts or the undersides of 
equipment which are out of the me- 
chanic’s range of vision. By this sim- 
ple device, the machinists are spared 
many of the contortionist positions 
formerly assumed in an effort to see 


these out-of-the-way parts. Because it 
is often necessary to see the front 
and back of a part of the machine 
when making adjustments, mirrors 
enable the mechanics to do so without 
turning the object over and getting it 
out of adjustment again during the 
process. Also, when it is necessary to 
check the length of a gas flame, it is 
much safer and easier to place a small 
mirror under the flame rather than 
to expose one’s face and eyes near 
the flame in the attempt to see it. 
On continuous runs, certain ma- 
chine movements are difficult to fol- 
low because of their hard-to-get-to 
locations. Unless a mirror is put to 
use, the operator’s only recourse is 
to take an uncomfortable _ stance, 
which often results in a strain or the 
twisting of the back. Sometimes he 
resorts to tactile perception. But this 
practice exposes the operator to pos- 
sible injury to the fingers and hands. 
By mounting the small pocket mirrors 
at strategic points on the frame of 
the machines, the operators are able 


to see whether cr not such oerations 
as the application of liners, for ex- 
ample, are being glued on securely. 
Mirrors as safety devices at blind 
intersections have contributed to acci- 
dent reduction. A mirror above an 
aisle adjacent to an elevator stop en- 
ables power truck operators or any 
individual with a mechanical convey- 
ance leaving the elevator car to assure 
himself of clear passage by the mirror 
reflections. This precaution gives the 
operator better control over his vehicle 
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and has eliminated many of “near 
accidents” which sometimes are just 
as unnerving and disconcerting as ac- 
tual accidents. 

Although power-operated doors have 
been a boon as time and energy savers 
in printing establishments, lack of 
control has resulted in injuries and, 
in one instance, a death. One way to 
avoid getting caught between the door 
and the frame is through the use of 
mirrors. The individual who jerks the 
pull cord to close the door is not al- 
ways aware that someone may be try- 
ing to sneak through either intention- 
ally or accidently. A properly placed 
mirror provides that rear view and 
that all-clear assurance before closing 
the door. 

As a safety gimmick, mirrors have 
publicized the work of safety inspec- 
tion committees. In a magazine pub- 
’ lishing plant, posters with mirrors 
_ mounted on them reflect the answer 
' to the printed question above the mir- 
ror—‘How safe is this worker?” Be- 


* low the mirror is this supporting state- 


ment—“Our safety inspection com- 


eae 
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mittee is solidly behind you to make 
your job accident free.” Then a 
schedule of departmental inspections 
is listed underneath. 

In planning a conference room, a 
telephone is often omitted because of 
its possible distractions. The room 
may also be soundproofed against the 
plant’s paging system. However, there 
are times when emergencies require 
the location of a certain person. Open- 


ing the conference room door at such 
times to look for the individual is 
worse than a telephone or paging in- 
terruption because the occupants have 
no way of knowing who is being 
wanted. A mirror can solve this prob- 
lem of interruptions. Not an ordinary 
mirror but a special one which is so 
constructed that it serves as a decora- 
tive piece inside the room, but enables 
the person on the outside to see 
through it without anyone on the in- 
side ever being aware of it. As a con- 
trast to this type of mirror, there is 
the one giving the opposite effect. A 
transparent mirror used on an office 
located at a high elevation insures 
privacy to the occupants because the 
mirror looks like an ordinary mirror 
to the people on the outside. But in- 
side in more brightly lighted quarters, 
the glass is transparent. The occu- 
pants may see all the activities on an 
entire floor below without being seen 
by those on the floor. 


A mirror installed at the lower land- 
ings of stairs has slowed down run- 
ning. The practice of running down 
the stairs has been responsible for 
serious falls resulting in broken limbs, 
backs and skulls. The mirror gives 
“running” employes their first look at 
themselves while on the run. One such 
look usually convinces them to stop 
the practice. The mirrors thus placed 
also do a lot for morale. One can 
hardly look into a mirror without 
wanting to improve his facial expres- 
sion to that of a smile. 


And lest that smile or the idea of 
mirrors has been presented too rosily, 
it might be well to remember this 
little news story about some moon- 
shiners in Goochland, Va. They were 
surprised by two federal agents de- 
spite a huge 10 by 20 foot mirror 
which was positioned to keep watch 
— down a path leading to the 
still,

Better Machine Layout 


by Ernest W. Fair 





Here are suggestions for simple changes in machine 


layout that can lead to better work and more production 


‘ FIT-AND-MISS methods seldom pay off in the busi- 

ness of growing onions, operating a hot-dog stand 
or in planning greater production in a modern printing 
plant. Most overlooked of all present factors is equipment 
and machine position and layout as an aid to increased 
production efficiency in the plant. 


Experience in industry has unearthed many things that 
can be done in the average plant through simple changes 
in machine placement and layout—and all will benefit 
in better work, more production, easier maintenance 
and more efficiency from plant employes. 

For example, there’s the matter of space allowances 
around machines. Engineering experience today proves 
that a unit can be said to be properly placed only when 
it meets the following requirements: 


(a) There must be ample room for the worker op- 
erating the equipment. 


(b) Allowance must be made for overhang, over travel 
of machine parts and freedom of use of materials around 
the equipmert. 


(c) There must be room for delivery of materials to 
the unit and to remove finished work. Continued on page 37

PIONEERS OF IMPROVEMENTS FOR BETTER PRINTING 
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(d) There must be room for tem- 
porary storage of materials, finished 
jobs or work in process. 

(e) Space should be provided for 
a workbench or table to handle acces- 
sories needed by the worker. 

(f) There must be room to get at 
any part of the machine for quick 
repair or adjustment. 

(g) There must be room for quick 
access to safety-stops, inspection and 
maintenance. 

Older plants are, almost without 
exception, entirely devoid of such 
features for the machines and equip- 
ment therein. The only consideration 
seems to have been to jam as much 
equipment into as small a space as 
possible. Modern industrial practice 
shows greater production possible 
where units are so placed to meet 
the seven foregoing requirements. 

Modern machine layout also gives 
great attention to the overall floor 
plan and provision of immediately ac- 
cessible and ample space for storage 
of materials, for auxiliary units, re- 
pair sets-ups and maintenance equip- 
ment. When all of these are imme- 
diately at hand, time out of produc- 
tion for any reason can be kept to the 
absolute minimum. 


Make Layout for Flexibility 


Where the product is not standard- 
ized or volume of work processed is 
low, a layout should be made ac- 
cording to the processes performed to 
provide flexibility. The main advan- 
tages of such a layout are in lower 
investment due to reduced duplica- 
tion, machines can be kept busy most 
of the time, wide flexibility is possi- 
ble, more skill and efficiency results 
and manufacturing costs can be kept 
down. 

Where a well-standardized product 
is in production and large quantities 


are scheduled -the product layout 
scheme has been proven best. This 
approach permits the flow of work 
over direct mechanical routes, less 
material handling, close coordination 
of manufacturing, less total time of 
production, smaller quantities of work 
in process, smaller floor area needed 
per unit and ease in breaking in new 
workers to the production line. 


Stationing the Worker 


Machine layout should always give 
attention to stationing the worker at 
a given point or machine and bring- 
ing him the required materials and 
necessary tools. Such a layout scheme 
provides for maximum use of both 
worker and machine and _ therefore 
increased production. The less time 
a worker spends from the actual ma- 
chine operation the more time he has 
to give to operation of that machine— 
this operation produces the work we 
sell. If 20 per cent of a worker’s 
time is employed in moving away 
from and toward his machine to ob- 
tain materials or anything else the 
productive value of that machine has 
been decreased 20 per cent for every 
day that it is operating. 

Layout should also give considera- 
tion to the number of machines an 
operator can attend. This depends 
upon the standard time of the opera- 
tion, the hourly production required 
from the machine and the nature of 
that particular production. Where 
such planning is being considered the 
units involved must be set as close 
to each other as possible (keeping 
in mind the location rules mentioned 
earlier), as the ability of the opera- 
tor to handle them will depend in 
great measure on the ease with which 
he can get-from one machine to an- 
other.

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COPYRIGHT 
INFRINGEMENT 
by PRINTERS

N a little office on a Boston side street a young college 

graduate undertook the career of a publisher. He 
conceived the plan of a volume of local biographies and, 
introduced by a highly reputable publishing house to a 
printer, contracted for the production of 3,000 books for 
$7,500, sales receipts to be deposited in a joint bank 
account of the publisher and the printer, for the pro- 
tection of the latter. 


The material, according to the publisher, had been 
assembled from replies to 50,000 questionnaires sent out 
from this side street publishing office by this man and 
one employe. 


The copy was delivered regularly to the printer and 
10 months after the printing contract had been made and 
approximately a thousand books delivered, the printer 
received notice from a Chicago publisher that the book 
infringed a copyright owned by them. 

A comparison of three hundred pages of the book 
printed by the Boston printer with the book of the Chicago 
copyright owner showed identical errors in spelling, ab- 


breviations and punctuation in 13 out of 114 of these 
biographies. 


The copyright law provides that an infringer shall pay 
not only whatever damages the copyright owner incurs 
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from the infringement but also, “All 
profits which the infringer shall have 
made from such infringement.” 

The Chicago publisher, in the law- 
suit not only against this Boston pub- 
lisher but also against the printer for 
infringement, insisted that the printer 
was liable not only for the profits he 
had made under this printing contract 
but also for the profits of the infring- 
ing publisher. 


Role of Printer in Infringement 


Of the role of the printer in this 

infringement the federal court said, 
“It was justified in placing reasonable 
reliance upon the source from which 
-it obtained the work to do in con- 
nection with the infringing publica- 
= tion.” 
' To this was added a comment by 
'the court in relation to a feature of 
' copyright infringement law that might 
readily impose a heavy burden in 
damages on a printer innocent of the 
‘least intention of wrong doing. 

The fact that a joint account was 
opened with the publisher has not 
too great a significance. The printer 
‘did not share in the profits of the 
publisher. What this printer sought 
to do in establishing this joint ac- 
count was to insure payment for the 
work done, as this publisher was no 
financial colossus. The printer is liable 
for his own profits but is not liable for 
the profits of the publisher under 
these circumstances. 

Here, said the court, there is no 
partnership as in a case before the 
United States Supreme Court over 
half a century ago in which Charles 
Scribner’s Sons sued a Chicago print- 
ing firm jointly with a publisher for 
infringing the copyright of “Common 
Sense in the Household and Manual 
of Practical Housekeeping,” by Mari- 
on Harland. 

Unlike the situation of the Boston 


printer who had set up a joint bank 
account with a dishonest publisher 
solely for his own protection, the print- 
er and publisher in the infringement 
of the Scribner’s copyright had, said 
the court, been sharers in the profits 
realized from the sale of the books 
and were criminal participants in the 
infringement. These two wrongdoers 
had together printed and published 
the infringing books practically as 
partners, one doing the publishing and 
the other the printing. Both were ac- 
countable as partners to the owner of 
the copyright for the profits derived 
from the printing, publishing and sell- 
ing of the product of their wrong- 
doing. 


Ne Exception fo Liability 


While the courts have made the ex- 
ception in cases of infringement that 
a printer who is an independent con- 
tractor and undertakes the printing 
under a contract for an agreed price, 
is accountable only for his own profits, 
and not for his own and the pub- 
lisher’s combined profits, there is no 
exception to the printer for his liability 
for printed copyrighted material with- 
out the copyright owner’s consent. 

An infringement of the copyright of 
an “A B C Code” was before the 
federal court several years ago in 
which copyrighted material had been 
transferred undisturbed from the copy- 
righted to the infringing book and 
suit brought by the copyright owner 
against both publisher and printer. 

The joinder of these parties, said 
the federal court, proceeds on the 
theory that the infringement of the 
copyright is a wrong and that all per- 
sons concerned therein are jointly and 
severally liable. It is established that 
one who prints the infringing work is 
an infringer as is the publisher. As all 
united in infringing, all are respon-

But. the printer who knows his business and goes about his sales job 


‘in the proper way can easily convince advertisers who formerly used 
the postal card that they can get more for their money, now, by using 
a private mailing card. The private mailing card still mails for lc 
(and will until July). Therefore, printing two sides of a private 
mailing card, including the cost of the stock, can be done for less 
cost than printing one side of a government postal card which mails 


for 2c. If you'll get out your pencil and do a little figuring, you'll 
see that this is true. 


What’s more, the advertiser can use white 
larger space than the usual 3144x5% 
provided by the government postal 
card.

‘mailed it late in December and it 
‘contained this copy. “Who can resist 
‘a bargain?” And continues, “Penny 
‘postal cards are going up to two cents 
pJanuary jl, 1952. So... for the last 
‘time for a penny ... We wish to you 
‘and yours a Happy and Prosperous 
"New Year.” The card itself had the 
“usual fine Actor touch from the stand- 
point of typography and presswork. 


*AL’S PRESS, 78 Prospect St., Bris- 
tol, Conn., sent a simple and useful 
calendar to its prospects and custom- 
ers in January. This one is small 
enough that it doesn’t take up much 
room, and at the same time it gives 
the current month, the previous month 
and the month following on each 
sheet. The advertising has been kept 
to a minimum—just the printer’s 
mame, address and telephone number. 
Although a small calendar, it is 
punched for hanging for those who 
like to keep their desks clear. 


*SALEM PRINT SHOP, 3131 Salem 
Ave., Dayton 6, O., uses its current 
blotter to serve as a check list on 
printing items for printing buyers. 
On this blotter it has the services it 
offers classified into three sections, 


and under each section it gives a list 
of items. For instance, under printing 
it has stationery, office forms, hand- 
bills, ete. Under mimeographing it 
has letters, bulletins, ete. Under mail- 
ing operations it has folding, stamp- 
ing, addressing, mailing, etc. The in- 
formation is complete. It tells every- 
thing Salem Print Shop does. 


THE COLLEGE PRESS, 606 Harri- 
son St., Topeka, Kans., has sent out 
No. 1 of a new monthly mailing called 
Type Talks. The first issue told about 
the usefulness of printed forms, and 
on the opposite page showed a form 
which the printing buyer could use 
to make an inventory of printed mat- 
ter on hand. A nice touch was a short 
paragraph at the bottom of the form 
which says, “The above form was set 
on our Honig Multiple Broach ma- 
chine. Note how perfectly the hori- 
zontal and vertical rules meet.” This 
is a good example of how a printer 
not only “tells” how good he is but 
“shows” it with an actual example. 


“We've Got Holes In Our Heads... .” 
is the heading on a mailing card sent 
out by GAMMELL & MURPHY, 109 
Fifth Ave. S., St. Cloud, Minn. The 
card shows a cartoon of Jim and Mike 
(Gammell & Murphy) and, sure 
enough, a large hole is punched in the 
head of each cartoon. The copy con- 
tinues, “and round corners on our 
minds, since we installed our new 
Pioneer Paper Drill.” Down the right 
side of the card are punched holes of 
different sizes to show the range of 
the machine. This is an interesting 
stunt, but the appearance of the piece 
could have been vastly improved if it 
had been printed on a heavier card 
stock. By the time the card arrived 
at my desk it was well dog-eared, 
some of the holes had been mangled, 
and the final effect was not good.

ONGRESS, settling down to work, is not apt to take many 

detours into strange, untried legislative roads this session. lf 
it enacted everything President Truman has requested, in the way of 
domestic legislation this year, the result still wouldn’t be too revolu- 
tionary, everything considered. 

The legislators are going to vote to spend from $85 to $90 billion, 
most of it on the military machine, and then ignore all other legisla- 
tion possible. The leadership is anxious to get out of Washington 
by mid-July, at the latest, and get down even more seriously to the 
job of winning the next election. 


As of now, it looks as if a tax bill will not even be considered. 


Not in many years have Congressmen been as worried about their 
jobs as this year. They realize that there are many pressure groups 


—members of some being very angry about numerous matters— 
and that the fewer projects Congress takes up, the better off the 
average Congressman may be when he speaks to his constituents 


this fall. 


Yet, news of interest to management in the printing field will be 
plentiful from the nation’s capital. Developments in the various 
agencies make it obvious that many important rules and regulations 
—on salaries and wages, prices, purchases, manpower policy and 
many other matters—will be issued without surcease. 


Less Metal Supplies 


METAL supplies for maintenance 
and repair of existing machinery and 
equipment for the second quarter— 
April, May and June—will amount to 
an estimated 2,000,000 tons of steel, 
100,000,000 pounds of copper prod- 
ucts, and 4,000,000 pounds of alumi- 
num, Manly Fleischmann, Defense 
Production Administrator, has warned 
industrialists in an important speech. 


Mr. Fleischmann emphasized that 
the direct and indirect second quarter 
requirements of the military and 
atomic energy programs for most ma- 
terials have increased over the first 
quarter. 

“In the second quarter of 1952, the 
American people will feel more keenly 
the cost of making our nation an ef- 
fective force for world peace,” Mr. 
Fleischmann said. “We are now near 
the midpoint of the mobilization ef- 
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fort, its most dificult and most im- 
portant phase. The second and third 
quarters of 1952 may be the tightest 
periods for scarce materials and no 
widespread relief from metal short- 
ages may be expected during 1952.” 

The DPA director pointed out that 
the objective of keeping in good re- 
pair all existing machinery and equip- 
ment is an important defense aim. 

“Discarded machinery can only be 
counted as a loss in money, metal 
and manufacturing time,” he said. 
“Our conservation practices must ex- 
tend to the machines with which 
products are made as well as to the 
product itself.” 

On the other hand, he made it clear 
that he doesn’t mean that obsolete 
equipment that no longer can be used, 
‘or is being used uneconomically, 
should be kept. Mr. Fleischmann more 
than once has urged that such ma- 
chinery be discarded and sold for 
Scrap so as to assure that the blast 
furnaces may keep going. \ 

He declared that all the rumors 
About discarding the Controlled Ma- 
terials Plan were without foundation. 
He pledged that his agency would see 
fo it that the CMP remains “solvent,” 
so that all businessmen with claims 
on the supply of strategic metals can 
éash their claims when and as neces- 
Sary. 


New Salary and Wage Regulations 
BOTH the Office of Salary Stabili- 


zation and the Wage Stabilization 
Board have issued a number of an- 
nouncements and regulations here that 
should be noted by printers. 

OSS has cautioned employers 
against granting _ unauthorized _ in- 
creases in salary and other compensa- 
tion to their employes by contract or 
informal understanding whereby such 
increases are to be paid after salary 
stabilization is terminated, a practice 
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of which some companies are guilty, 
according to information reaching the 
Salary Stabilization Board here. 

Joseph D. Cooper, executive direc- 
tor of the board, emphasized that 
under the law such agreements—for- 
mal or informal, verbal or written— 
violate salary stabilization regula- 
tions. When the employers actually 
put funds in escrow for future pay- 
ment, such action will be considered 
an increase in salary effective imme- 
diately, Mr. Cooper said. 

“Not only are promises and con- 
tracts to pay such increases unen- 
forceable,” he continued. “But our 
Compliance and Litigation Division 
is undertaking measures to uncover 
such contravention as a part of its 
enforcement program.” 

The SSB has stated it will retain 
its report and record-keeping require- 
ments for salary adjustments under 
its regulations, but is making a re- 
view looking toward simplification and 
consolidation of many reports and 
forms. 

Justin Miller, SSB chairman, said 
that it has been found that under 
present regulations many employers 
have filed a series of reports on salary 
adjustments covering short periods 
when the same purpose might have 
been achieved by requiring only one 
report over a longer period. 

He said the board’s basic principle 
is to retain self-administering regu- 
lations, but that “the board does feel 
that to effect compliance with the 
regulations, it will still be necessary 
to require a minimum number of re- 
ports and to revise the record-keep- 
ing requirements so that employers, 
upon request, can more readily dem- 
onstrate their compliance.” 

Office of Salary Stabilization, inci- 
dentally, has made arrangements with 
the Wage and Hour Division, U. S. 
Department of Labor, to use its net- 
work of 77 offices from coast to coast

lating to salary regulations, orders, 
interpretations and policies of the 
SSB 

At the same time, SSB itself will 
open 14 field offices in major cities 
from New York to San Francisco so 
_ that employers can get faster service 

» on hardship cases. 

The Wage Stabilization Board has 
_ issued here General Wage Regulation 
19 and Resolution 78 setting forth a 
largely self-administering policy for 
the establishment of new health and 
welfare plans or the modification of 
old ones. 

General Wage Regulation 19 lists 
and defines the benefits covered by 
the new policy and outlines the pro- 
) cedures under which they can be put 
‘into effect. The benefits are temporary 
‘disability, hospital expense, surgical 
‘expense, in-hospital medical expense 
‘and death benefits on a group term 
"basis, including accidental death and 
‘dismemberment benefits. 

Resolution 70 contains a set of 
‘standards, called “Review Criteria,” 
for the guidance of employers, or em- 
ploye rs and unions, as the case may 
be, in establishing or improving health 
and welfare plans. 

The WSB also has issued a-revision 
of its form for the filing of petitions 
for wage adjustments. The form now 
is available at all the field offices of 
the Wage-Hour Division, U. S. De- 
partment of Labor, as well as WSB’s 
Fegional offices. 

The most important in use by WSB, 
the form is titled, “Form 100” and 
comes with a newly-revised instruction 
sheet. It is to be used in all petitions 
made to WSB for wage or salary ad- 
justments except reports made under 
WSB’s new regulation dealing with 
health and welfare plans. 

One of the number of revisions in 
the new form emphasizes and explains 
further the distinctions between those 
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employes who come under WSB regu- 
lations and those whose cases should 
be taken to the Salary Stabilization 
Board. The form also provides more 
space for associations which file for a 
number of individual companies. 


The Two-cent Postal Card 


SO many Americans, including 
printers, are laughing at Congress for 
passing the silly rule that postal cards 
bought in quantities of 50 or more 
are higher in cost than cards pur- 
chased individually or in lots up to 
49 that it’s possible a quick bill will 
be passed rectifying this legislative 
absurdity. 

Representative Harold C. Hagen 
(R.-Minn.), a small-town printer, in 
other days, sponsored the measure 
that passed in the recent session of 
Congress, and he defends his action 
because he thinks it keeps govern- 
ment out of business—just how, isn’t 
clear. 

He says that the measure is de- 
signed to keep Uncle Sam from com- 
peting with commercial print shops 
that turn out picture post cards, 

Under the law, the price of postal 
cards —the Government-printed kind 
sold at post offiices—went up from 
one to two cents, if less than 50 are 
purchased. You can get 49 post cards 
for only 98 cents. But if you buy 50, 
they cost you $1.10—making the 50th 
card cost no less than 12 cents, which 
is quite a price to pay for a postal 
card, 

The rate for mailing a commercial 
post card—the drugstore variety—also 
went up to two cents. But there is no 
penalty for quantity mailing of these. 

Actually, the law is more of an 
annoyance than one designed to 
change trade practices. It simply an- 
noys people. 

Mr. Hagen maintains that the Gov- 
ernment, in effect, is “giving paper

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away” when it sells a stamped, ready- 
to-mail card for the same price it 
charges for postage on an open-faced 
chrome. 

He justifies his sponsorship of the 
bill by saying that when, it was drawn 
in committee, he strove to raise the 
postal card rate to two cents, leaving 
“post cards” at a penny. Failing that, 
he sponsored the 10 per cent sur- 
charge on quantity purchases as “the 
next best thing to do.” 


Remove Price Control on 
Transportation Advertising 


PRINTERS will be glad to learn 
that charges for card, poster and dis- 
play advertising—most of it litho- 
graphed or printed in other ways— 
used in and upon all types of trans- 
portation equipment and _ facilities 
have been removed from price control 
by the Office of Price Stabilization. 

In General Overriding Regulation 
-14, Amendment 7, OPS lifted price 
‘controls on rates charged for adver- 


‘tising in street cars, busses, taxicabs, 


trains, trucks, ferries and _ aircraft. 
The action is in line with the exemp- 
tion of charges for most types of 
advertising services under Section 402 
(e) (iii) of the Defense Production 
Act of 1950, as amended. The exemp- 
tion also is consistent with the exemp- 
tion of advertising agencies from price 
controls, previously announced back 
in late summer by the OPS. 


Honor Benjamin Franklin 


BEN Franklin, America’s No. 1 
printer in more ways than one, re- 
ceived all the plaudits any hero gets 
during celebration of National Print- 
ing Week this year, and if everything 
said about him were reported, it 
would make a very large book. 

One notable statement was deliv- 
ered in the Senate here by U. S. Sena- 
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tor Edward H. Martin (R.-Pa.), on 
January 17, the 246th anniversary of 
Franklin’s birth. Martin said that 
Pennsylvania particularly honors 
Franklin as its “first citizen” because 
“we revere his memory as a heroic 
patriot of liberty and independence 
and as a foremost champion of free- 
dom of the individual.” 

Martin inserted in the Congres- 
sional Record, besides his lengthy 
eulogy, an editorial from the Phila- 
delphia (Pa.) Inquirer, paying tribute 
to Ben Franklin, printer, the designa- 
tion Franklin always placed by his 
own name. The editorial was entitled, 
“Why Not Honor Franklin By Follow- 
ing His Advice?” The editorial noted 
that the nation’s No. | printer empha- 
sized public virtue throughout his life, 
frequently stood against the wishes of 
the people when he knew them to be 
wrong and later won their favor be- 
cause he had not let popular senti- 
ment sway him from what he believed 
to be the proper course. 


Use Correct Terms in Your Advertising 


BE careful that you represent cor- 
rectly any process you mention in any 
of your advertising. To fail to do so 
can bring down on you adverse pub- 
licity from the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, which has a_ greatly-aug- 
mented staff to enforce what it terms 
“unfair trade practices” of some busi- 
nesses, 

The FTC’s hearing examiner re- 
cently filed an initial decision which 
would require a New York firm to dis- 
continue using the words “engraved,” 
or “engraving,” either alone or with 
other words, to describe or refer to 
greeting cards which the FTC says 
are printed by what is known as the 
thermographic process.

found, in that it “consists of. regular 
printing, after which the wet ink is 
dusted with a chemical in powdered 
form and then baked, which causes 
the chemical to melt, fuse with the 
ink, become solid and present a raised 
letter effect having the appearance of 
engraving.” 

Use of the words “engraved” or 
“engraving” would be prohibited un- 
less the stationery products so desig- 
nated are produced by the engraving 
process. This process is described in 
the initial decision as consisting es- 
sentially in “the application of blank 

_ stationery to an inked intaglio plate 
under pressure sufficient to force the 
surface of the stationery into the let- 
ters or designs which are cut or in- 
cised on the plate so that the ink 

‘in such plate adheres to the station- 
ery to form letters, words, characters 

‘or designs which are in relief and 


‘raised from the general plane of the 
»surface of the stationery.” 

i The initial decision was filed by 
the 


hearing examiner after a stipula- 
‘tion of the facts was accepted in lieu 
of testimony. It will become the de- 
cision of the FTC itself in 30 days 
‘after service unless it is appealed or 
docketed for review by the Commis- 
sion.

Parchment 


Parchment, perhaps the most satis- 
factory of all writing materials, was 
probably discovered as a result of the 
boycott of papyrus directed against the 
city of Pergamum in ancient Asia 
Minor. About the second century BC 
a process was discovered or invented 
by means of which it was possible to 
prepare the skins of animals to make 
parchment. 

Sheepskin and lambskin and the 
skins of several other animals were 
used to make parchment. Vellum, 
which is a very fine quality parch- 
ment, was made from the skins of 
calves. 

While paper had been manufactured 
in Europe for about two and a half 
centuries prior to 1400 the use of 
paper had not spread so rapidly as 
it had in China and Arabia. Parch- 
ment was relatively abundant and 
educated readers were very few.

Preventing Pinholes 


After we have cut our stencil 
Q. and applied it to the screen we 
still have an opening around the out- 
side of the film. We then fill in the 
opening with a glue solution which 
seems to pinhole badly while print- 
ing. We then have to stop, wash up 
the screen and touch up these pin- 
holes. What other fill-in solutions can 


we use? —A. T., New York 
A In using standard lacquer-coated 

» cutting films, it is only natural 
that lacquers which have an affinity 
to these types of films be used. While 
many processors use either blue or 
green in the automotive spraying type, 
the writer in his work uses only the 
clear. With the use of the clear fill-in 
coat, which is transparent, the master 
copy to which the screen is set up can 
plainly be seen for correct registra- 
tion. To apply the filler-coat, the 
screen with its applied stencil is 
placed in a slanting position with 
the use of a prop at the top end. The 
lacquer is applied along one side first 
with an inch-wide sable brush. Then 
with a cardboard squeegee or scraper 
the lacquer is then smoothed down 
from both sides. The excess lacquer 
is collected upon the cardboard back

in the container. This operation is re- 
peated upon the other three sides. 
Now to be certain that there ‘will be 
no leaks in the filler coat, a second 
application of lacquer is painted over 
the first on the outside or face side 
of the screen without the use of the 
cardboard doctor. Where glue or other 
kinds of fill-in solutions are to be 
used, the procedure is the same.

Lacquering Screened Work 
Q We have been informed by a 


lacquer manufacturer that it is 
not practical to apply an all-over clear 
lacquer coat to screen-printed card- 
board, wood or metal although we 
have been told that it is being done. 
What is your opinion? 
—A. A., Minnesota 
You can spray, roller coat, or 
« stencil screen clear spraying or 
stencil-screen lacquers directly over 
an oil-color silk-screened print with- 
out lifting. However, the oil colors 
used must be of the flat poster type 
allowing sufficient drying time for 
evaporation of solvents before apply- 
ing the lacquer finishing coat. No 
attempt should be made in applying 
lacquers to surfaces screen-printed 
with gloss enamel colors in which 
lifting is certain. 


Weather-proofing Cards 


Q We silk-screen plain white and 
« colored cardboard. When the 
printed cards are used for outdoor 
use the rain plays havoc with them. 
What preparation or treatment can 
be suggested for making these water- 
proof?

Excerpts from a talk given by Al Reynolds, 
Director of the famed Printing Labora- 
tory of the S. D. Warren Company, be- 
fore the last convention of International 
Association of Printing House Craftsmen 





HE basic element of any printing process is the sur- 

face from which you print. By that I mean the litho- 
graphic plate, the letterpress engraving, the gravure 
cylinder, the photogelatin plate, the silk-screen mask and 
any other such printing surface. 

Each of these different types of printing surfaces dis- 
tinguishes a printing process. All other things are supple- 
mentary, and are designed to accommodate the nature of 
the printing plate. Great presses are designed simply to 
carry the printing plate to best advantage. Copy and 
camera work are common to all, and vary only in details 
to accommodate the special requirements of the process. 

The nature of the printing surface determines whether 
the ink shall be fluid or semi-solid, whether paper shall 
be rough or smooth, whether press speeds shall be fast or 
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slow and what kind of work and de- 
tail the printing process is capable of 
reproducing. 

In other words the plate is the print- 
ing process, and this is particularly 
true in lithography. 

Lithographic printing is accom- 
plished by a_ surface phenomena 
known as. selective wetting of dis- 
similar substances—that of grease 
and water. The line of demarcation 
between the boundary of ink and 
water must be positively fixed and re- 
ligiously held if sharp detail and uni- 
form tone values are to be obtained. 

And so I fear no contradiction 
when I say that the nature of a litho- 
graphic surface is an important one. 
Why then is it so often shunned or 
neglected? I have reference here to 
the plate graining procedure which 
I have chosen as #1 of 7 Major Con- 
trol Points in Lithography. 

It seems hardly necessary to justify 
the necessity for grain control, but 
here are a few factors that are influ- 
enced by grain character and grain 
uniformity. 


(1) Paper performance is influ- 
enced by the way the grain 
carries fountain solution. 
The chemistry and printabil- 
ity of inks are influenced by 
the way grain carries water. 
(3) The life and usefulness of 
press damper depend upon 
grain character. 
Also the life of the plate 
image, and the sharpness of 
that image. 
The character of halftone 
screen copy is influenced. 
As well as the density, cov- 
erage and smoothness of 
solids. 
Exposure times, and uni- 
formity and cleanliness of 
development are adversely in- 


(2) 


fluenced by the variability of 
grain structure. 

Surface and deep-etch coat- 
ings must be continually ad- 
justed to variables in grain 
structure, depth and fineness. 
Also the strength and timing 
of etches and counter-etches 
must change; and whirler 
speeds and drying rates must 
be continually altered with 
grain variability. 

(10 As a matter of fact, every ele- 
ment of the process from 
copy to finished job is ad- 
versely affected by poor 
grain, and particularly by 
variability of grain. I have 
said many times before and 
I repeat—*A lousy grain is 
a poor tool, but a variable 
grain is downright disastrous 
to every element of the litho- 
graphic process.” 


The Lithographic Technical Foun- 
dation has recently published their 
“Research Bulletin No. 17” entitled 
the Standardization of Graining Pro- 
cedures. In this research, the Founda- 
tion states that they have catalogued 
at least 40 variables that affect grain- 
ing. A change in any one of these 
can cause a serious variation in the 
plate grain. 

Now that is a formidable list of 
variables! Little wonder, perhaps, that 
graining standards have been so long 
neglected. 

The Foundation had neither the 
time, or the money, to make an ex- 
haustive study of each of these 40 
variables. They were forced to con- 
fine their work to eight of the most 
important ones. These eight variables 
are: 

(1) Type of plate metal to be 
grained. 

(2) The composition, load and 
size distribution of marbles. 
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Type, size, amount and 
breakdown of abrasive. 
Speed and stroke of graining 
machine. 

(5) Amount of water. 
Time schedule of graining 
cycle. 

(7) Condition of 
graining. 

(8) Handling and treatment of 
plates before graining. 


The Foundation (in this bulletin) 
has done an excellent job in detailing 
procedures to minimize fluctuations in 
these eight variables. If you will faith- 
fully follow the teachings of this bul- 
letin, you will eliminate perhaps 80% 
of the possible variations in plate 
graining. 

If you are still worried about the 
femaining 32 variables, let me give 
you five points of advice that should 
cover at least 80% of the remaining 
hazards. 


plate before 


(Ist) A clean, well organized grain- 
ing room. Pig pens have the reputa- 
tion of being dirty, but that is because 
they are built on a manure pile. Give 
a pig a chance and he is one of the 
Meatest animals. The same applies to 
a graining room. Give it a decent, 
well organized area and it can be a 
credit to any plant in its appearance. 
But good workmanship seldom comes 
out of pig sties. 

(2nd) Follow a definite fixed pro- 
cedure. 

(3rd) Give the graining equipment 
the same maintenance care you give 
your presses. Consistent results can- 
not be obtained on faulty equipment. 

(4th) If you feel that good ink 
and good paper are essential to good 
press performance, then give the 
grainer a break. He needs the best 
of supplies also. It is poor economy 
to save on marbles and abrasives only 
to put the whole works down the 
drain through faulty grain. 


(Sth) Competent help. It is my 
hope that the lithographic industry 
will some day become sufficiently im- 
pressed with the importance of grain 
standardization that they will adopt it 
into the craft, and train competent 
young men to give it the attention it 
deserves. In the meantime, we can 
at least select operators with the in- 
telligence necessary to learn the job. 


I feel that these five points cover 
the remaining 32 variable pretty well, 
because these variables result mainly 
through poor housekeeping and lax 
attitudes on the part of operators. 


The Camera 


And now for our second major con- 
trol point—the camera. 

A long time ago, I set up a test to 
compare the relative merits of litho- 
graphic and letterpress black and 
white halftone reproduction. I selected 
a top-notch engraver to produce the 
halftone negative for both the litho- 
graphic plate and the letterpress en- 
graving. 

The lithographic reproduction was 
disappointing when compared with 
the letterpress reproduction of this 
subject. 


It took us a long time to learn that 
the tonal balance of negatives for 
lithography had to be different than 
those used for letterpress engravings. 

It took us even longer to determine 
the precise tonal values to comple- 
ment plate grains, press influence, 
paper surfaces and other such influ- 
ences that must be taken into consid- 
eration in order to achieve brilliance 
and sparkle in halftone reproduction. 

These precise tonal balances are 
major factors in lithographic halftone 
reproduction, and it requires precision 
control to accomplish them. 
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Platemaking 


Our third point of control is plate- 
making. Because it is the basic ele- 
ment of the lithographic process, it 
is a very important point of control. 

Platemaking has so many ramifica- 
tions, and there is such a diversity of 
requirement, it is impossible to detail 
all of its variables, but there are cer- 
tain major points that apply to all 
cases. 

In these times of constant change 
and advancement in technology, the 
platemaker can ill-afford to disregard 
sound advances in platemaking tech- 
niques. He must learn them—and ap- 
ply them. On the other hand, he must 
guard against turning his production 
procedures into a continued series of 
experiments. 

He must maintain certain fixed ref- 
erence points in his procedure so he 
can return to them in case of trouble. 
New approaches must be explored 
and must be fitted into existing pro- 
cedures before they are adopted as 
standard practice. 

The platemaker requires a tested 
and uniform source of supply what- 
ever they may be, and this is par- 
ticularly true of his grained plate 
surface. 

He also must have good equipment 
that varies only at his will—and never 
without his knowledge. 

Basically these three 
essential, namely: 

(1) Fixed procedures 

(2) Uniform supplies 

(3) And good equipment, 
and they will go a long way toward 
eliminating unnecessary variables. And 
these things are within reasonable 
reach of every platemaker. 

However, there are variables that 
are not so easily reached. For in- 
stance, take old man weather, and 
his two little gremlins temperature 
and humidity. 


things are 


The effects of weather variations 
are a problem to many industries be- 
sides lithography, and there is a posi- 
tive solution to the problem, namely, 
complete air conditioning! 

In unconditioned plants, the plate- 
maker must shoot at a moving target. 
Whenever the temperature, and/or 
the humidity, changes in a plateroom, 
the platemaker must raise or lower 
his sights, or correct for windage, all 
along the line of his procedures. 

Now when it is impossible to im- 
mobilize the target, other techniques, 
besides just plain old-fashioned open 
sights, are helpful. Take for example 
the intricate mechanisms devised for 
the armed services for this purpose. 

As I see it, we have three distinct 
avenues of approach to this problem, 
and if we expect to get many bull’s- 
eyes, we must make the best possible 
use of all three. 

(1) First, we should strive to limit 
movement. The slower the target 
moves, and the less it moves, the 
better the chance of hitting it. 

In the plateroom a great deal can 
be done in limiting the influences of 
temperature and humidity. By know- 
ing what is going on out-of-doors, we 
can anticipate the weather and mini- 
mize rapid plateroom changes. By 
proper handling techniques, we can 
prevent excessive changes in tempera- 
ture and humidity from getting at the 
sensitive parts of the process—to a 
helpful extent at least. 

(2) A second avenue of approach, 
is to be able to predict the direction 
of change. If we know which way 
the target is moving, it will be easier 
to follow it. 

Recording instruments in the plate- 
making area will show the rate and 
degree of change, and make more ac- 
curate predictions possible. 

(3) The third approach can truly 
be likened to the complex aiming 
mechanisms used by the Armed Serv- 
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ices. For instance, the LTF Sensitivity 
guide tells the platemaker whether or 
not he is on the mark regardless of the 
influence of several simultaneous varia- 
bles. 

Any marksman, no matter how good 
he may be, will get a low score on an 
erratic moving target. Any craftsman, 
no matter how good he may be, will 
make few bull’s-eyes unless he keeps 
close track of the variables that move 
his target. 


The Press 


Our 4th Point of control is the 
press. The press itself, even before it 
starts the intricate job of putting ink 
on paper, has a number of points of 
possible variability. For instance: 

(1) The press inherits all of the 
previous process variables in the form 
of the plate. Variable grain, poor de- 
sensitization, weak image, scumming 
background, poor copy and all the 
other poor guesses. Give the litho- 
graphic pressman a good plate and 


at least two thirds of his troubles are - 


over. 

(2) Dampers and dampening solu- 
tions are a source of constant varia- 
tion. They are subject to control 
within reasonable limits, but they do 
require attention. 

(3) The inking system is subject to 
variation, but also subject to control 
by proper mechanical adjustments. 

(4) Blankets vary in uniformity of 
thickness, surface hardness and po- 
rosity. And they can be installed on 
the press in such a way as to create 
or .accentuate one or more of these 
variables. A careful blanket make- 
ready is time well spent. 

(5) It goes without saying that 
good mechanical adjustment through- 
out every part of a press is also an 
essential. Fortunately the press is a 
recording instrument. Anything badly 
wrong with the mechanics of the 


press will usually be recorded on the 
impression. In other words you can 
have a look at the target after every 
shot. 


Ink 


The 5th point of control is ink. 
It is awfully hard to discuss the pos- 
sible variables from lithographic ink 
without getting all balled up with 
inter-related influences such as the 
paper, the weather, the plate, the 
fountain solution, the type of job, 
and even the press itself. 

But here I want to consider the ink 
problem before it reaches these com- 
plicating circumstances. In approach- 
ing the problem of ink control in a 
lithographic pressroom, the first step 
is to decide just how much ink formu- 
lation we are capable of doing. 

Personally, I prefer to leave the 
most of that to the trained technicians 
of the ink industry. True, there was 
a time when the manipulative skill of 
a pressman was an important func- 
tion. The sun is rapidly setting on 
that era. 

Today, a large part of the success 
on an offset press is due to highly 
complex physical and chemical rela- 
tionships that have been built into 
ink after a great deal of painstaking 
research. These complex relationships 
make for better press performance, 
a broader scope for the whole process 
and eliminate many of the old _ haz- 
ards. 

These complex relationships are 
easily upset by rule-of-thumb manipu- 
lation. May I suggest these four steps 
as the first rungs of the ink control 
ladder? 

(1) For black and white reproduc- 
tion I like the approach of two or 
more tack graded inks. To use con- 
ventional terms, a soft, a medium and 
a heavy-bodied ink. If these three 
inks are the best that can be made 
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for lithography, and if they can be 
mixed one with the other in all pro- 
portions, it is surprising how little 
ink chemistry one need know to meet 
nearly every job condition, and how 
little “doctoring” need be done, and 
how much trouble can be avoided. 

(2) A variety of colors can be 
worked out the same way, provided 
each is designed for lithographic 
printing and all can be mixed to- 
gether. 

(3) If we must add things to an 
ink, either through necessity or to 
satisfy our whims, at least establish 
limits. Ask the inkmaker how much 
varnish, how much wax, how much 
dryer it is safe to add to his inks, 
then if we go overboard and the job 
goes to pot, we'll at least know who 
to blame. 

(4) Keep a formula file of ink mix- 
tures, and a sample of the paper and 
job, together with conditions under 
which the job was printed. This is an 
excellent reference for a similar job 
at a later date, provided, of course, 
that we take into consideration that 
conditions may have changed and, 
therefore, that we may have to re- 
align the sights a little. 

Without going into further detail, 
let’s admit that the selection and 
preparation of lithographic ink is a 
highly complex control problem, and 
the least we can do is to approach it 
in an orderly manner, and with judg- 
ment based on the best knowledge 
at hand. 


Paper 


This brings us to the 6th Point of 
control—paper. In discussing the in- 
fluence of paper variables, we again 
run into the interrelated influences of 
ink, and weather and press, and all 
of the others. 


Here again I want to limit consid- 
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erations to a few basic variables of 
paper alone. 


To start with let’s admit for the 
sake of argument (or better still for 
the sake of avoiding one) that paper 
varies! So long as paper is made from 
the “living” fibre of wood, it will re- 
tain some element of unpredictability, 
and the only predictable thing I can 
cite is that it will change—and change 
every time the weather changes. 

These things we must learn to live 
with if we continue to print on paper. 

The only approach to this type of 
paper-control problem is to know the 
nature and extent of the predictable 
changes, and more important ones are 
these: 

(1) Paper swells and shrinks as it 
gains and loses moisture. 

(2) Paper has grain direction and 
swells more across the grain than with 
it. 

(3) Paper has a felt and wire side 
and tends to swell faster on the wire 
side and to curl because of this. 

(4) Paper in piles gains or loses 
moisture faster around the edges than 
in the middle causing wavy sheet 
edges if expanded and cupped sheets 
if contracted. 

(5) Paper colder than the room 
gathers moisture; paper, warmer than 
the room gives off moisture—result- 
ing again in wavy sheets or “baggy” 
sheets as the case may be. 

These variables are as inevitable 
as death and taxes. We cannot hide 
from them. They constitute another 
fine example of an erratic moving tar- 
get if we make no effort to control 
them. 

Of course the best approach to con- 
trol these inherent paper variables is 
to fix the target stationary with com- 
plete air conditioning. The next best 
bet is to limit movement as much as 
possible. Here are a few things we

Should | Take Off the 
Residual Stencil? 


There has been a lot of talk about 
removing residual stencil from a zinc 
deep-etch plate before you etch it. 
This is a good subject for arguments 
because the Lithographic Technical 
Foundation has found that there are 
times when it is good and times when 
it is not good. 

First a little review. As we all know, 
the colloid in a deep-etch coating is 
usually gum arabic. Research at LTF 
has shown that when the plate is ex- 
posed, processed and finally cleared, a 
thin, invisible film of the gum arabic 
stencil remains on the background. 
This residual film of gum arabic is 
water-receptive. So long as it remains 
on the background, a cleared zinc 
deep-etch plate is pretty well de- 
sensitized even before you etch it. 

This thin residual film of gum 
arabic has been light-hardened on the 
plate. It will stick much tighter than 
any film of gum arabic that you can 
apply by etching. You'll recall that 
your purpose in applying the .desensi- 
tizing etch is to add a film of water- 
receptive gum to the non-image areas. 

So, the point is this: /f you use a 
gum arabic etch, do not remove the 
residual stencil. The application of 
developer, citric acid, or other acids 
should be considered only as emer- 
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gency treatments when the stencil is 
very hard to get off. If you have to 
use any of these things to clear the 
plate, then you should give the plate 
a post-treatment and etch it very care- 
fully so that the non-printing areas 
are again well-desensitized. 

You'll notice that all this applies 
only when you use a gum arabic etch 
on zinc plates. LTF has found that if 
you use a cellulose gum etch, the 
story is different. 

Cellulose gum is a much better de- 
sensitizer than gum arabic. So, you'll 
have a better deep-etch plate if the 
gum film on the metal of the non- 
printing areas is cellulose gum and not 
gum arabic. In this case then, it is a 
good idea to remove the residual gum 
arabic stencil before you apply cellu- 
lose gum etch. 

After a number of tests with most 
of the chemicals used by lithographers, 
LTF believes that a solution of hydro- 
chloric acid does one of the best jobs 
of removing the residual stencil. A 
solution of 2% ounces of acid in a 
gallon of water seems to be about 
right. 

To get the residual stencil off, apply 
the acid solution after you have cleared 
the plate. Brush it around lightly for 
about one minute. Then flush the 
plate with water, wipe off the excess 
water, and apply the cellulose gum 
etch. Be sure to dry the etch down.

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If you wish, you can vary the amount 
of acid in the solution and the time 
you leave it on the plate. For ex- 
ample, you could use three ounces 
of acid in a gallon of water. This 
would remove the stencil in about 30 
seconds with a light swabbing with 
cotton. Or you could cut the acid to 
two ounces and leave it on the plate 
for 14% minutes. 

When the cellulose gum etch is dried 
down on zinc that has been cleaned 
with hydrochloric acid, it really sticks 
and really desensitizes. It does a much 
better job than (1) gum arabic etch 
on bare zinc, (2) gum arabic etch on 
residual stencil or (3) cellulose gum 
etch on residual stencil. 

This is the whole story. If you use 
a cellulose gum etch, you can take the 
_ residual stencil off and get a better 
plate. If you use a gum arabic etch, 
leave the residual gum arabic stencil 
_ on the plate. Taking it off and putting 
it back is a waste of time. Also, the 
film of gum arabic that is left on the 
_ plate after you have etched it is never 
_as good as the light-hardened residual 
stencil that you took off. 

All of these things that we have 
talked about apply only to zinc plates. 
With aluminum, the story is again 
different. 

LTF’S tests on removing residual 
stencil before etching on aluminum 
plates have shown slightly better re- 
sults. But they don’t feel that the 
improvement is enough to warrant the 
extra work. 


No More Tape Scum on the Plate 


Many lithographers have been 
troubled with scum marks caused by 
the tape they use to strip the flat. In 
extreme cases, the. plate wants to 
scum wherever the tape has touched. it. 
The marks occur on both deep-etch 
and albumin plates. 

The platemaker notices them first 
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when he develops an albumin plate 
or cleans a deep-etch plate. While he 
may think he gets the marks off, the 
plate remains sensitive in these spots 
when it gets on the press. 

The Lithographic Technical Founda- 
tion ran a series of tests with a num- 
ber of stripping tapes to see if they 
could spot the reason for the trouble. 
LTF found that the trouble develops 
only when the temperature and rela- 
tive humidity is high and only with 
cellophane backed tapes. 

According to LTF, the cause is 
simple. Some cellophane backed tapes 
contain glycerine as a plasticizer. So, 
when the relative humidity is high, the 
cellophane backing picks up moisture. 
When the damp tape touches an 
albumin plate coating, it softens the 
coating just enough to let the de- 
veloping ink penetrate and stick tight. 
On a deep-etch plate, the developer 
and deep-etch solution penetrate the 
soft spots where the tape had touched 
the coating. This lets the lacquer and 
developing ink get on the grain peaks 
before the stencil is removed. 

The solution to the problem is easy. 
Don’t use a tape that has a cellophane 
back. Other tapes are available that 
have an acetate or vinyl backing. These 
give no scum trouble. 

Minnesota Mining & Mfg. Co., mak- 
ers of “Scotch” Brand Tapes for ex- 
ample, have two plastic back tapes that 
fill the bill. The first is their No. 471 
tape. This has a vinyl back and is 
available in red and other colors. The 
second is their No. 800 tape. This one 
has an acetate film base. It comes 
only in the clear transparent form. A 
No. 800 red tape would also be satis- 
factory but it is not made. The 471 
tape is not too well known to lithog- 
raphers but it does a good job with 
no danger from possible moisture 
pick-up.

tear off and strip easier in hot weather 
and (2) come off cleaner and don’t 
leave adhesive when you remove a 
strip that has been on the flat for 
awhile. 

The 800 tape comes in 72-yard rolls 
and the 471 tapes in 36-yard rolls. 
Both are available in a number of 
widths. One possible disadvantage is 
the fact that plastic backed tapes (the 
471 vinyls especially) cost more than 
the common No. 600 cellophane tapes. 


New Sponge? Watch Out! 


At the LTF laboratory recently, the 
platemaker ran into a lot of trouble 
with test plates for some new surface 
treatments that the Foundation was 
trying. He couldn’t get any place be- 
cause he got scummy plates even with 
_the treatments that he knew were 
' good. This happened to three plates in 
a row and then the trouble completely 
_ disappeared. It left just as mysterious- 
‘ly as it had come. 

Curiosity was aroused. The research 
men checked and _ double-checked. 
Everything looked OK. They went 
back over it again. Methods, materials, 
and conditions all seemed to be the 
same with the scummy plates as when 
they made good plates. As the plate- 
maker was telling for the “um-teenth” 
time about his extreme care to be 
clean and precise he dropped this 
remark “ ... I even used a new 
sponge!” 

The new sponge seemed to be the 
only thing that was different from the 
laboratory’s usual procedure. So they 
made a test. They got out another 
sponge and made some plates. The 
plates were scummy! A check plate, 
made at the same time with an old 
sponge, was OK. 

Of course, the lab checked into the 
matter of new sponges to see what 
sponges could do to cause trouble. 
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Here are some of the things they found 
out. 


What Is A Sponge? 


A sponge is a sea animal. The tough 
fiberlike material that is usually 
thought of as a sponge is actually the 
animal’s skeleton or framework. The 
living sponge itself is a jelly-like ma- 
terial that lives inside this framework. 

As the sponge grows, it spreads and 
surrounds whatever it is fastened to 
or touches, In this way, the sponge can 
pick up seashells, sand and a lot of 
other debris on the ocean bottom. 

After being harvested, sponges are 
laid out in the sun. The live sponge 
dies and rots. Then the sponge is beat- 
en and washed to clean it out. This 
cleaning job may not be too good. 
Sometimes you find sand and bits of 
shell still inside the sponge. 


The Reason For Scum 


An untreated new sponge is highly 
alkaline. Any bits of shell still inside 
are also alkaline. So, the Foundation 
pointed out a very simple fact: if you 
use a new sponge to apply etch, it 
neutralizes the acid in the etch. 

When this happens, the etch can’t 
do its job. Also, the acid in a press 
fountain solution can be neutralized 
if you put a new sponge in it. 

You'll probably have trouble with 
plates until the alkali of the sponge 
is neutralized by the acid in the etch 
or fountain. As soon as the sponge is 
neutralized, trouble will vanish. That 
is, it will vanish if you haven’t upset 
your procedures trying to cure the 
original trouble. 


How To Treat A New Sponge 


LTF’S answer to this situation is 
simple. Of course, you can use a

Offset Press Production Data 


RINTING Industry of America, 

Inc., through its January 18 issue 
of its weekly “Management Reports” 
announces that 22 additional offset 
press data sheets have been added to 
the offset section of PIA Production 
PAR, the association’s production 
standards guide. Completion of these 
new sheets brings to a total of 46 the 
kinds and sizes of offset presses which 
are covered by PAR. (The list of off- 
set presses now covered appears on 
page 90 of this issue.) 

The first 24 offset press sheets were 
- accompanied by four pages explain- 
_ ing the data in them and an “example 
_ sheet” which tells how to find the 
' appropriate production standard for a 
given set of conditions—makeready, 
register, paper thickness, etc. 

PIA states: “With these new addi- 
‘tions, the offset and letterpress sec- 
tions of PAR are now fairly complete, 
as they cover most of the presses in 
common use. Some additional press 
’ sheets, however, are in the process of 
development by McLure, Haddon & 
Ortman, the engineering firm commis- 
sioned by PIA to prepare new sheets 
and examine data previously issued for 
possible revision from time to time. 

“The 1952 program for PAR also 
calls for the publication of production 
data on operations in other depart- 
ments in the printing plant.

“Within the month it is expected 
that the new section ‘How to Prepare 
Your Own Data with the Aid of PAR’ 
will be ready for mailing to subscrib- 


ers. This section, in the opinion of the 
PIA Production Standards Committee, 
will be the most important addition to 
the manual. It explains in detail how 
you can put PAR to use in your day- 
to-day operations. 

“In connection with developing your 
own production standards with the aid 
of PAR, you should find helpful a 
booklet entitled ‘What We Do with 
Production Standards’ by J. M. K.

Blue-print Solution 


Q Would you please give me a for- 
e mula for making blue-print solu- 
tion for use in treating paper. What 
is the best way to apply the solution 
to the paper? How long will the 
prints stand up before fading com- 
pletely? —F.H., New Jersey 


A The following blue-print solution 
e is about the simplest to prepare 
and gives very good results:

Ferric ammonium citrate_10 grams 
i ae eee oe, 50 ce 
Solution 2 


Potassium ferricyanide 8 grams 


Prepare the two solutions separately 
and store them in individual bottles. 
The individual solutions are not sen- 
sitive to light and may be stored in 
ordinary light. For use, mix the two 
solutions in a darkroom in equal 
amounts. Treat the paper with the 
solution and allow it to dry in a dark- 
room. Any absorbent paper may be 
used. The paper may be sensitized 
either by dipping it into the solution, 
or by brushing the solution on the 
paper.

New Drug for Chromium Rash 


Chromium poisoning which is caused 
by the exposure of an individual to 
ammonium dichromate, which is pres- 
ent in a number of preparations in a 
lithographic plant, has always been a 
problem. Although various simple 
ointments have been recommended, 
these serve merely to heal the open 
sores on the surface of the skin. Usu- 
ally, when the employe returns to his 
job, the skin rash will return in a 
matter of a few days. Continued ex- 
posure to chromium compounds will 
increase the rash condition and, in 
most cases, it is necessary to transfer 
the worker to another job. 

A compound has been discovered 
which is a specific for chromium rash. 
The drug for this purpose was re- 
cently announced by Dr. Harold N. 
Cole, of Western Reserve University, 
Cleveland, as BAL. This is the chemi- 
cal which is used for treating patients 
who have been exposed to lewisite war 
gas, and is a specific antidote for 
this gas. The treatment for chromium 
poisoning is simple. All that is neces- 
sary is that the chromium sores be cov- 
ered with an ointment containing three 
per cent BAL. 

Excellent results with this ointment 
were obtained in all cases treated. The 
ointment was successful in both severe 
and mild cases of chromium poisoning. 
Injections of BAL into the muscles 
proved of no value. One of the patients 
who was treated with the ointment 
was found to be allergic to BAL and 
the treatment had to be discontinued.

BRITISH LITHO TEAM REPORTS 


Summarized by EDGAR D. WARD 


(GAM Correspondent in Great Britain) 


RINTING was one of the indus- 

tries in Great Britain which took 
an early opportunity to avail itself of 
the facilities presented by the Anglo- 
American Council on Productivity to 
make a detailed study of American 
production methods. A team from the 
letterpress section visited the United 
States early in 1950 and was followed 
by a Litho Team early in 1951. This 
team has now issued its report. It is 
in three parts, the first containing a 
general survey and recommendations; 
the second dealing with various as- 
pects of administration; and the third 
with plant processes. It comprises 120 
pages, illustrated by two plates in 
color and 12 in monochrome, and 24 
figures and diagrams. It is published 
by the Council, the U. S. office of 
which is at 2 Park Ave., New York 
16, N. Y. (Phone, ORegon 9-4830). 

It is impossible to summarize ade- 
quately every page of the report. It 
must suffice to select some of the more 
important points. Almost at the out- 
set, the report states that it is impos- 
sible to compare exactly the produc- 
tivity of the lithographic industry in 
the U. S. with that in Britain because 
such a comparison depends upon a 
number of factors, including the rela- 
tive cost and availability of labor, 
equipment and materials as well as 
the quality of the final products. 

A recurring theme throughout this 
report is the establishment of confi- 
dence and mutual trust between em- 
ployer and employe. Many of the 
obstacles to greater production in the 
United Kingdom arise from the sus- 
picions and antagonisms of the past,

and their removal is bound to take 
time. 

The team feels that the lithographic 
industry in America may benefit from 
a study of its report and also that the 
British industry would benefit from a 
visit of a team from America. It is 
recommended that consideration be 
given to extending an invitation to an 
American team to visit British fac- 
tories, litho and letterpress, under tne 
auspices of the Economic Cooperation 
Administration. 


The hope is voiced that the Govern- 
ment “will act energetically” before 
lack of paper postpones indefinitely 
action on the team’s proposals for 
increasing productivity. A strong plea 
is made for the allotment of adequate 
supplies from paper mills to the home 
market, or, as an alternative, for the 
granting of licenses to import paper 
from dollar or soft-currency areas. 
Papermakers are urged to improve 
the quality of their products and to 
send a team to America to study the 
effect on productivity of their superior 
finishing and conditioning. 

The precise attitude of the Ameri- 
can worker to productivity is (says 
the report) not easily defined, but it 
is apparent that as an individual he 
is conscious that his own prosperity 
depends upon the success of the firm 
by which he is employed. Under the 
spur of intense competition the ef- 
ficiency of management sets a keen 
example to all workers. Apart from 
a few profit-sharing schemes, no wage 
incentive schemes were found to be in 
operation in the firms visited. The 
trade union attitude towards incen- 
tives was found to secure maximum 
basic wage for its members, leaving 
it to the individual to obtain, by way 
of merit money, any extra which he 
may earn as recognition for greater 
effort or skill. Employers are not 
anxious to adopt incentive schemes that

are based on time and motion study. 

Machine sizes are much larger in 
the U. S. than in Britain and running 
speeds are high. It is perfectly clear 
that the trend in the United States is 
continually towards even larger and 
faster offset presses. The unit prin- 
ciple (one unit for each color) is 
universally adopted for multicolor 
printing and the team saw four-color 
offset machines printing sheets 52 in. 
by 76 in. at 5000 impressions per 
hour. The four-color press is, says the 
report, now accepted as normal equip- 
ment; two firms visited had more four- 
color machines than are to be found 
at present in the whole of Britain, 
and its use is not confined to large 
firms. At present there are only four 
four-color machines installed in Brit- 
ish factories, but several are under 
construction either at home or in 
Germany for British firms. 

Although the American technique 
may not suit the needs of every Brit- 
ish printer, the team is sure that 
there is much in the American method 
of litho printing which could be 
copied with advantage. It feels that 
the best British firms—given equality 
of materials and plant—have little to 
learn from the U. S. That “little” can 
be summed up as an attitude of mind 
in which each side of the industry 
should be prepared to co-operate with 
the other to the ultimate benefit of 
both. 

From this review both the weakness 
and (perhaps) the strength of the 
lithographic section of the British - 
trade will be apparent. The report de- 
votes eight pages to its conclusions 
and it includes 26 specific recommen- 
dations, some of them being heavily 
subdivided. Given favorable economic 
conditions, both the letterpress and 
the lithographic reports should have 
a big influence in the development of 
both sections of the trade in Great 
Britain in future years.

cellulose sponge instead of a natural 
sponge. If you prefer natural sponges, 
LTF suggests the following: 

Soak a new natural sponge in a mild 
counter-etch solution for 10 or 15 
minutes before you use it. The lab 
found that an ounce of hydrochloric 
acid in a gallon of water was OK. 
After this soaking, rinse the sponge 
with water. 

This procedure will neutralize the 
excess alkali of the sponge so that it 
won’t affect the acidity of your process- 
ing solutions. 

Now all new sponges may not give 
you trouble. The laboratory was also 
informed that some new sponges have 
little red spots on them when they are 
imported. The importer or wholesaler 
will soak these sponges in a mild acid 
solution to remove the spots. At the 
same time, he also neutralizes its 
excess alkalinity. Such a sponge, of 
course, will give you no trouble. 

Since natural sponge is itself an 
alkaline material, it will slowly dis- 
solve in acid solutions. So don’t leave 
a new sponge in the acid neutralizing 
solution too long. Also, it may not be 
too good to leave it in an etching, 
gumming or fountain solution. 

The best way to store a sponge after 
use is to rinse it out with water and 
put it in a separate, clean, non-metal 
container. A mason jar is good.

room air when not actually on the 
press. 

(3) Know your pressroom tempera- 
ture and humidity, and the paper 
temperature and humidity, so you can 
accurately predict your chances of 
success under any given set of con- 
ditions. 

(4) Keep paper stored under the 
most favorable conditions of moisture 
and temperature. 

(5) Keep measuring instruments in 
perfect calibration, and use them 
often. 


The Seventh Control Point 


I don’t know what title to give this 
seventh point of control. I only know 
it is a very important one. 

For lack of a better descriptive 
term, I have decided to call it “atti- 
tude.” The attitude toward attention 
to detail—and to know facts—that is 
displayed by those engaged in litho- 
graphic operations. 

Control, like good housekeeping, is 
more or less attitude, or a state of 
mind—and it can be good or it can 
be bad. One can work clean and or- 
derly with less effort than is required 
to muddle around in confusion, and 
this business of lithographic printing 
can be controlled and brought through 
to successful conclusion a lot easier 
if we hold the targets steady. 

When I hear some of our excuses 
for ducking proper control methods, 
I am reminded of the guy that was 
in too much of a hurry to wait for the 
elevator—so he jumped from a 10- 
story window! 

No doubt he made an expeditious 
trip to the street—but think of the 
consequences!

New Graphie Arts Books 


Gutenberg-Johrbuch, 1951 
by Harold E. Waite 


The 1951 Gutenberg Year Book again 
offers a very interesting collection of 
essays on various aspects of the history 
of book production and bibliography. It 
is of the usual quarto size, having 212 
pages of text, made up in two columns 
and printed in a 10-point roman face 
called Trajan, designed by Stempels of 
Frankfort. Included in the text are 74 
illustrations and there is an art supple- 
ment providing a further 31. 

It is in this art supplement that Dr. 
Dard Hunter has 18 reproductions of 
labels used by the papermakers of the 
United States in the early days. The his- 
torical notes comprising the essay tell 
briefly the story of the men by whom 
the labels were used and there is also a 
sentence or two on the designer or etcher 
| of the plate. Dr. Hunter is to be thanked 
for publishing now and again these “‘tit- 
bits” of paper history, of which subject 
he is so great an authority. 

Another contribution from the United 
States is by Dr. Curt F. Buhler, Keeper 
of Printed Books at the Pierpont Morgan 
Library, New York. It is a very close 
analysis of the make-up and collating 
of a book dated 1840 recently acquired 
by the Library. Dr. Buhler goes into very 
great detail in his comparison of this 
copy with others of which he has knowl- 
edge. Two similar studies of incunabula 
are respectively by Dr. L. A. Sheppard 
and Dr. Victor Scholderer, both of the 
British Museum. These essays are highly 
specialized, but will be of the greatest 
value to those whose interests include a 
study of this period of book production. 

Perhaps the most topical and indeed 
pressing subject is briefly discussed by 
Oliver Simon, of the Curwen Press, Lon- 
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don, in his essay on the effect which 
mass production may have on the art 
of the book in England. He reminds us 
that up to about 40 years ago a fine 
edition meant one that was hand-set in 
a special type, and printed on a hand 
press in a very limited edition, with the 
result that the price was very high and 
the book became almost immediately a 
collector’s item. 

Between the wars the emphasis shifted. 
Good type faces became available for 
mechanical composition and paper was 
plentiful. The sheets were printed by 
machine and the cost was very much 
lower. Nevertheless, the price was fre- 
quently beyond the means of many who 
would have been purchasers. 

Today, Mr. Simon says, the type faces 
are still available, “also some men rich 
in experience, a sprinkling of fine crafts- 
men and a few firms with standards and 
traditions. On the other hand, a great 
deal of machinery is in a poor state and 
replacements have been few in quantity 
and slow in taking effect. Paper is poor 
and the choice is still pathetically lim- 
ited.” 

In spite of these drawbacks there are 
a few English publishers who plan to 
sell well-printed books at reasonable 
prices. Mr. Simon concludes: ‘The ver- 
dict of history has recognized the mass- 
produced book when it has achieved real 
excellence, as those printed by Aldus, the 
Elzevirs, Bell, Berbou and others bear 
witness. Two things seem necessary: a 
public that will recognize and demand 
well-printed books and the determination 
of the producer always to provide books 
printed even better than the public de- 
mands.” 

Mr. Simon’s essay is very timely, for 
it is recognized that the day of the 
wealthy patron of the book has passed. 
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For inexpensive packaging . . . special mail- 
ing problems ... filing or storing ...

Moreover, there is a much bigger demand 
for books of all kinds than ever before, 
but this demand is being progressively 
hampered of fulfilment by economic cir- 
cumstances. Authors insist on writing 
and printers and publishers must pro- 
duce books. The problem to be solved, 
if all parties are to be happy, is how to 
make the book so cheap and at the same 
time so good that today’s conditions can 
be fairly met and their restrictive in- 
fluences nullified. 

The Year Book is published by the 
Gutenberg Society at Mainz, Germany, 
and by the director, Dr. Aloys Ruppel 
(who is also the editor). While issued 
primarily for members of the Society, 
copies are obtainable by any who are 
interested. The price of the annual vol- 
ume varies with the size, and is usually 
about 40 marks (non-members 60 
marks); no price is given of the present 
volume. There are in all 34 essays. It 
being the custom to print the contribu- 
tion in the language of its author, Ger- 
many heads the list with 18, England 
and the United States come next with 
eight, then France follows with five, 
Italy with two, and Spain is represented 
by a single contribution. 


“Finishing in Hand Bookbinding” 


A book that should prove of invalu- 
able aid to those who love to do hand 
bookbinding is Herbert and Peter Fahey’s 
“Finishing in Hand Bookbinding.” 

Well-illustrated, this book of 90 pages 
gives much helpful information on de- 
sign, finishing tools, type, blinding-in, 
blind tooling, tooling with metal, treat- 
ment of leather, metal foil, inlays and on- 
lays, and parchment, vellum and leather. 

The trim size of the book is 6% x 9% 
inches. It is printed in 11+-point Janson 
on Strathmore Veltone Courier. It con- 
tains 42 illustrations of tools, patterns, 
designs, lettering examples, type sugges- 
tions and titles and five photographs of 
bindings. 

The price of the book is $6.00. How-

Useful Type Book 
by Edgar D. Ward 


“The new sans is so familiar in the 
composing room that no compositor to- 
day would hesitate as to the type to use 
if his copy was marked ‘Erbar” and the 
firm had only Gill or Granby (American 
readers substitute Vogue or Bernhard 
Gothic) among its equipment. There 
would possibly be some little hesitation 
if the instruction for one line said ‘Man- 
date’ and for another ‘Vesta’.”” So writes 
Mr. Harold E. Waite in his introduction 
to “Alternative Type Faces.” In these 
sentences he sums up his purpose. The 
book, which deals only with display 
faces, adopts the following classification: 
New Sans, Egyptian, Fat Faces, Scripts 
(Light, Medium and Heavy), Lined (I, 
II, III, and IV), Shaded, Grotesque, 
Black Letter, Three-dimensional, and 
Miscellaneous. In these groups are in- 
cluded many faces issued by the Ameri- 
can Type Founders and also those from 
the European continent; the majority are, 
however, from British founders or com- 
posing machine makers. 

In the first part is given brief his- 
tories of the development of each de- 
sign, while the second part provides type 
lists and specimen lines. The object is 
to guide the compositor and typographer, 
if he is in difficulty. He will be able, if 
the type asked for or sought is not avail- 
able, to choose another which under 
the circumstances can be held to be a 
fair alternative. 

In a foreword, Sir Francis Meynell, 
whose association with the Nonesuch 
Press will be recalled, says “Mr. Waite 


goes as near as anyone can to giving the 
‘feel’ of type in these pages, because he 
classifies them intelligently and gives an 
outline, if not of their environment 
(which every printer must himself sup- 
ply), at least of their heredity.” 

The book, of which this is the second 
edition, has been out of print for some 
years, but the demand continuing, op- 
portunity has been taken to include some 
of the more recent designs which fall 
within the several classifications. It is 
published at 7s. 6d. (1.05 dol.) post free, 
by the Technical Publishing Co., Ltd., 
8 Breams Buildings, London, E.C. 4, and 
may be had from the author at “Mon- 
tana,” Morcombelake, Bridgport, Dorset, 
England.

characters of our own. We changed 
the others around a bit. The originator 
would have a hard time recognizing 
his own brain child, but he gave us an 
inspiration. 

I watch the ads in the daily papers. 
The big stores have real creative tal- 
ent. During the year, on. special oc- 
casions, they produce excellent art- 
work. I clip these and they go into 
by “Idea File.” 

My “Idea File” is a regular grab 
bag. I make no attempt to classify 
the stuff. Just dump it into a big 
corrugated box. Then when I’m look- 
ing for an idea, I “paw through” the 
mess. I have a reason for this. If I 
classified it, ’d have my Christmas 
stuff in one folder, Easter ideas in a 
folder, then folders for Memorial Day 
and others. It would be systematically 
filed, but I’d miss out on the real in- 
spirations. Frequently, as I “paw 
over” my stuff, I come up with an en- 
tirely different idea than the one I had 
in mind. Also have an idea for one or 
two other clients—or deals. 

I also clip borders, heading and un- 
usual layouts. You’d be surprised how 
often these come in handy. Just re- 
cently, a customer wanted an an- 
nouncement. He needed only two 
thousand pieces. He couldn’t afford 
to spend $50.00 for original artwork. 
A two-year old ad with just the ticket. 
I pasted his copy in the border, pulled 
a proof of some of my regular orna- 
ments, pasted them in the corners and 
gave him an original piece without 
special artwork. I simply added $10.00 
for my idea when I figured the bill. 
1 reckon that my “Idea File” brings 
me an extra $1,000.00 every year. 
“Taint bad” pay for a few minutes 
work with the scissors.

In the beginning a solution of caus- 
tic potash water is needed—about two 
ounces. To this add about the same 
amount of alcohol or methylated 
spirits, and you have your transfer 
liquid. Now, moisten the paper on 
which the sketch is made, and place 
this between two pieces of blotting 
paper. While sketch-paper is still moist 
immerse in the above solution for 
from one to two minutes. In the mean- 
time, the surface of your block should 
be made ready for transfer by remov- 
ing all particles of dust or other mat- 
ter. Now rinse the sketch free of all 
superfluous solution and place in posi- 
tion on block. The transfer then can 
be made much the same as if you were 
pulling a proof. If done on a press, 
use a soft packing. If rubbed. down, 
be careful not to spread or stretch the 
paper containing design.

much off the right end of slug and 
left end will seem about right. We 
have new studs and blocks on the 
machine. 

I would appreciate if you could give 
me some suggestions as to where the 


trouble could be. —E. M., Minn. 


Your letter of inquiry about 

e stuck slugs brings to mind a 

multitude of possible causes, and none 

are the customary hot metal, hot 

mouthpiece or running the machine 

too fast without the aid of a mold 
cooling system. 

Two things seem to stand right out, 
though I hope the first one mentioned 
in the following will not be found to 
be the cause of your trouble. Check 
up on some of the easier ones first. 

1. You have changed the studs and 
blocks. When this has been done an 
erratic slug trim follows, we always 
wonder how thorough the operator 
was with the work. If you simply re- 
placed the studs and blocks, your 
trouble with uneven trim more than 
likely is there, but the 12-pica slugs 
you sent show no poor trim. The un- 
even trim will show up more clearly 
on 30-pica slugs. More on this later. 

2. Send to your smelter 10 ounces 
of trimmings from the floor for analy- 
sis. I am almost sure from the poor 
appearance of your slugs that the 
metal is dirty and perhaps contami- 
nated. Melt at least 500 pounds of 
metal at a time. Bring the tempera- 
ture to 600 degrees F, use a liberal 
amount of metal flux and stir well be- 
fore skimming. Put a stick of green 
wood or a potato in the smelter before 
dumping in the slugs. This, however, 
will not remove copper and zinc from 
your metal. 

3. There is a slight indication that 
the right-hand end of the slug drags 
on the floor of the knife block—the 
block liner. Again this points to im- 
properly set stud blocks. The type 
overhangs the right end of the slug,

which may add to the trouble, Set 
both vise jaws slightly to the left. 
Then readjust the pump stop. 

4. It is common on machines like 
yours for the knife wiper flag to stand 
in the way of the slug. 

5. Be sure that all sections of the 
ejector blade strike the slug squarely 
and that none are sharp or sprung. 
The slug shows no indication of this 
trouble, but change the ejector con- 
troller, F-2111, if it appears advisable. 

6. Your slugs seem solid, yet we 
will remind you to scratch out the 
cross vents until you get a three- 
quarter inch, pin-drip sprue; and dri!l 
out the mouthpiece holes using a No. 
52 drill. 

Check the lockup. If not perfect. 
slugs will not be as solid as they will 
with a perfect lockup. 

7. Be sure the molds are seated in 
their pockets. 

8. Try switching molds in the 
pockets. The disk may be warped. 

9. Because of No. 8, one mold may 
be nearer the center of the disk. Set 
the knives for the mold that is fur- 
thest from the center and shim the 
other molds out to correspond. 


10. There is but one way to be 
sure that the stud blocks are properly 
set. It is a long story and includes 
the following. Occasionally a fellow 
will “cut corners” and get away with 
it, but I repeat, there is only one sure 
way: The mold disk slide must be 
cleaned and aligned with the vise. 
The shoes on the mold disk turning 
cam and brake should be checked. 
If the position of the stud blocks is 
to be changed, the dowel holes in the 
vise should be enlarged and tapped 
for quarter inch bolts, and the bolts 
cut off and dressed flush with the vise. 
Set the new stud blocks with the 
knife block off the vise. The mold cap 
also is removed.

posure being conducted through the 
back of the sensitized material. The 
procedure is based on the supposition 
that the black surfaces of lines and 
type characters will absorb the light 
falling upon them, whereas the white 
paper or background will reflect the 
light and cast it back into the photo- 
graphic material through which the 
light was transmitted. A negative 
image results, but such negatives 
usually are more veiled than those 
exposed in a camera or by the regular 
procedure of contact printing. 


In the Luminographic process, the 
drawing or type page is placed face 
up on a black plate or other light- 
absorbing support. The emulsion side 
of the dryplate or bromid paper is 
then laid on top of line original, the 
back side of the photographic ma- 
terial in turn covered with a glass 
plate bearing a phosphorescing coat- 
ing. This plate is activated or caused 
to glow by previous exposure to actinic 
light, the ensuing phosphorescence 
providing the illumination wherewith 
exposure of the line original is con- 
ducted for formation of the negative 
image.

Stereotype Mat Distortion 
Q GAM comments on the subject 


« of mat distortion with mat roll- 
er methods for molding will be ap- 
preciated. In my opinion this is the 
most common failure experienced in 
stereotyping. G. Bs Fa. 


A Stereotype mat distortion en- 
« countered during the rolling-in- 
process for molding stereotype mats 
with roller methods is due entirely to 
lateral stress-strains created in the 
delivery of the molding pressure to 
the mat. 

Lateral stress-strains are exerted 
over the stereotype mat whenever the 
direction of pressure distribution 
changes in the course of rolling in the 
impression of type forms. Whether the 
direction for pressure distribution is 
vertical, ahead of, or behind the verti- 
cal centerline of the mat roller is not 
important so long as it remains con- 
stant throughout the process. 

The direction of pressure distribu. 
tion is influenced by the amount of 
molding blanket compression pro- 
duced under pressure in relation to 
the actual distance existing between 
the upper cylinder of the mat roller 
and molded surfaces. It is influenced 
also by the timing of pressure forces 
above and below, or time of cylinder 
rotation in relation to travel speed 
of the bed, form and mat. 

Molding blanket compression must 
be uniform to provide a constant di-

rection of pressure distribution which 
imposes one equal distance between 
the cylinder and molded surfaces over 
the entire area of the form and mat 
being molded. A performance simu- 
lating direct pressure molding methods. 

Obviously, an equal distance for the 
pressure drive and uniform direction 
of pressure distribution does not exist 
where there are worn or dirty cylinder 
bearings, shafts and gears. This applies 
also to warped and faulty chases, 
frames, side sticks and foot bars, or, 
raised halftones in type forms. These 
are conditions which impose various 
forms of compromise, usually includ- 
ing increased “cushion” in the mold- 
ing blanket used next to the mat. 
Increasing cushion of the blanket next 
to mat merely allows for greater pres- 
sure loss over critical areas of the 
form with high black percentages as 
halftones, thereby reducing strain and 


| distortion, but, also increasing repro- 


duction losses and level variations of 
printing surfaces penetration into the 
stereotype mat. 

It is an essential of stereotyping 
that the molding blanket at the mat 
offer greater resistance to prevent the 
possibility of pressure escape upward 
into the molding blankets to obtain 
uniform delivered pressure over the 
full area of the form, and producing 
penetration of the printing surfaces 
into the mat at one level. The surface 
levels of the stereotype plates are 
identical to the level, or levels of the 
surfaces penetration into the molded 
mat.

Relative Humidity 


Q What, in your opinion, is the 
e desired percentage of humidity 
to carry in a pressroom? 
—E. B. G., South Dakota 
The main thing in humidity is to 
» keep it constant. Relative humid- 
ity around 60° is good, but anywhere 
from 55° to 65° if kept constant will 
be satisfactory. It is the changing 
humidity that causes the trouble of 
shrinking and stretching of the paper. 


Check Your Rollers 


I am enclosing several sheets 
e showing in the lower left-hand 


| corner a small spot that refuses to 


take ink except as shown in the clip- 
pings. The type will become bright as 
silver where no ink shows; then will 
gradually take ink partially, until the 
whole surface takes ink excellently.

Why will that spot take ink for a 
dozen sheets, then begin the fading 
away—always from left to right? Im- 
pression is perfect; that spot will sim- 
ply not take ink most of the time, be- 
ing perfectly shiny. —E. C. F., Texas 

Your trouble sounds and looks 

e very much as though the rollers 
are not inking in that spot, they are 
uneven or bent, or there may be a 
hole in the roller. The inking and 
not inking is caused by the changing 
spot due to the reversing in the proc- 
ess of printing. 

Check your rollers and roller sock- 
ets; the rollers for trueness and the 
sockets to see if they are worn. You 
might overcome your trouble by low- 
ering your rollers and setting them 
very firmly against the vibrator. 

If the rollers are hard, get softer 
rollers and see that the setting is such 
that the rollers contact the forms at 
all times. 


Light Green Ink 


Q Several ink manufacturers have 
« written us that they do not make 
a light green luminous ink that will 
print satisfactorily on black railroad 
cardboard. By luminous we do not 


mean phosphorescent or something 
that can be seen in the dark, but we 
do want a good bright green that will 
show up well on black stock. Possibly 
two impressions of any good job green 
ink might be satisfactory but we hesi- 
tate to order up a large quantity of 
black cardboard (railroad) in order 
to give it a trial. Could you suggest an 
ink? —J. T. W., Kentucky 


A By luminous ink, we suppose 
e you mean the colors called Day- 
Glo, which cannot be put on except 
by silk screen or by bronzing done by 
printers equipped to do this. 

Black stock is very hard to cover 
with any kind of ink unless you use 
silk screen printing which requires 
experience and some special equip-

ment. The next best is several impres- 
sions, maybe covering it with silver 
first or a very opaque white and then 
putting the color required on last, 
being careful not to let them dry too 
hard before putting the last colors on. 


You should be prepared to do some 
experimentation for the result wanted 
or else let someone else have the head- 
aches. 


Rules Work Up 


The enclosed price sheet is 
« printed every 4-5 months (with 
changes) on Miehle V36 or V45. 


Please note how the 1-point face on 
2-point body rule (metal, not brass) 
works up and looks like sample. There 
are about 30 forms like this one. 
Sometimes the rules work up. Why? 
The forms are very similar. 


Have tried everything under the sun 
to eliminate this trouble including 
small strips of 72-lb. index sunk low 
next to rule. Nothing I know helps. 
Why should this happen on some 
forms only? Our compositor and stone 
man can’t explain either.

A Your problem is something that 
e has been plaguing printers for as 
long as I can remember—50 years! 


The problem is worse with lead rules 
than brass. 


You have several answers from a 
pressman’s standpoint. Rules the long 
way of the cylinder certainly give you 
less trouble. You have done the only 
thing that will keep them down. There 
are several compounds on the market 
that will help. A recent issue of GAM 
carried an advertisement on a non- 
work-up fluid that is featured as being 
simple to use and easy to wash away. 

Of course, the whole thing is the 
result of the pressure being applied to 
one end and springing the rule up on 
the other end.

Changing Letter

There are 12 letters around the cir- 
cumference of the wheel A to M. 
When the letter wheel comes to M, 
the second wheel turns one number. 
Can we place the letter wheel at the 
end position in the machine and use 
these three machines as regular for- 
ward movement? Could this be done 
at a small cost?

A If the letter wheels had only 10 


« letters around the circumference, 


| then it would be possible to change 


the ratchets from the end wheel to 


| the letter wheel, and vice versa. In 


that way, the drop cipher could be 


| frozen on the unit wheel, so it would

At present, your machines must be 
equipped with a special unit pawl 
to fit the wheel ratchet on the letter 
wheel to accommodate the 12 letters 
on the wheel.

will not permit the addition of a 
regular unit wheel, plus the letter 
wheel, which has a thick unit ratchet. 
In my opinion, the best thing to 
do would be to get regular unit wheels, 
plus a letter wheel with a thin ratchet, 
and change the unit pawl. On the 
three machines these changes would 
be costly. However, if the machines 
are in good condition it would be 
cheaper than getting new ones. 


Proper Tension of Comb Springs 
Q Recently I placed an order for 


» six extra comb springs for our 
machines. These comb springs are for 
American, Wetter, and Roberts ma- 
chines. When I placed them on our 
machines, I noticed that they seemed 
rather tight, and in trying to turn the 
wheels with my fingers, I found them 
almost impossible to move. I then 
tried working the machines with hand 
movement and all the machines stuck 
on the nines. 

What can I do about this? If the 
comb springs are too tight, how must 
I slacken them in order that the ma- 
chines will function right? 

—S. E. G., Chicago 
A Your trouble is definitely with 


» the comb springs. However, you 
must remember that to slacken them 
properly, you should know that the 
tension should be different on each 
of the brand numbering machines you 
mentioned. Follow these steps in re- 
adjusting comb springs on all types 
of machines and you should not have 
any more grief. 

(1) Screw on new comb spring. 

(2) Rotate wheels with fingers. If 
too tight, begin by pulling each tooth 
outward. 

(3) Slightly pull out at the tens 
wheel and work towards the plunger. 
Do not pull last tooth of comb spring. 

(4) Pull tens tooth of comb spring

To Clean Rubber Stamps 


Most print shops have, as part of 
their office supply equipment, a col- 
lection of rubber stamps for various 
billing and bookkeeping operations 
or for shipping instructions. 

These stamps should be cleaned oc- 
casionally for clear-sharp impressions. 
The stamp makers themselves advise 
that the best way to do this is to use 
a discarded toothbrush and a mild 
soap suds solution. Use light, firm, 
scrubbing strokes and let each stamp 
dry thoroughly before using again. In 
any event do not use solvents of any 
kind, as these have a deteriorating 
effect on rubber.

Soiled Stock 


To remove printer’s ink from card- 
board, a useful hint for cleansing will 
be found in sulphuric ether. Apply a 
small quantity to a cotton pad and 
rub gently. Continue this operation 
if soiled spots are hard to remove. 
Generally, this is an effective and 
quick agent in the removal of stains 
or blemishes. Caution however is 
needed as the fluid is flammable, and 
therefore should not be used close to 
anything generating excessive heat or 
flame.

spraying lacquer either by spraying 
or by passing them through a roller 
coater for a more uniform coating. 
Also, you may coat the cards either 
before or after printing with a coat- 
ing stencil screen using overprint var- 
nish. Again, you may also use regu- 
lar clear stencil screen lacquers prior 
to printing. Furthermore, you may 
paraffin the cards after printing by 
passing them through a conventional 
electrical controlled paraffining ma- 
chine. On the other hand, it is a 
general practice by screen-process 
printeries to pre-coat less expensive 
cardboards to be used out-of-doors 
with the desired base coat color either 
by stencil screening or by roller coat- 
ing.

Since machine breakdown is inevi- 
table, the plant layout must contain 
provisions to keep the maximum 
amount of plant working regardless 
of individual out-of-order machines. 
Maintenance and machine repairs 
should also be kept in mind when 
positioning a machine so as not to 
have the parts of the machine which 
require normal maintenance and re- 
pair placed up against a wall, pillar 
or another machine. 

Consideration must also be given to 
how work in process is to be handled 
with relation to the machine. A lay- 
out which adds to the cost of handling 
materials, semi-finished or finished 
work, will offset any advantages 
gained through better location of ma- 
chines and equipment in the plant. 
Every machine placement should be 
studied closely with relation to the 
problems concerned with the han- 
dling and flow of work to and from 
the machine. 

Machine layouts should also be 
made with lighting considerations in 
mind and where a determined posi- 
tion possesses so many advantages 
that a change for better lighting

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would not be wise then adequate arti- 
ficial lighting should be installed at 
the unit. Wherever it is possible to 
obtain placement with present light- 
ing the cost of such placement is, of 
course, thusly reduced. 

Due consideration must also be 
given to the angle of safety and acci- 
dent possibilities. No matter what 
other advantages may be obtained by 
re-arrangement of equipment, if it en- 
tails sacrifice of safety in the plant 
or increases accident possibilities the 
move is an unwise one. 

Accidents have become so costly 
that they are of prime consideration. 
It takes an enormous amount of cost- 
saving to offset physical damage done 
by even an ordinary plant accident, 
not to speak of injury to human be- 
ings working in the plant. 

Machine positioning and layout is 
important in any modern printing 
plant; the application of points 
brought out in foregoing paragraphs 
mean assurance of more _ profitable 
production in the small as well as the 
large printing plant.

A note of caution is repeatedly 
sounded in all these cases, and it is 
a vital one. A printer by renouncing 
any share in the publishing profits 
and by working under an independent 
contract for the performance and pay- 
ment of his printing, in the event of 
his innocent infringement of a copy- 
right, is responsible only for his own 
wrongfully acquired profits, and what- 
ever damages the copyright owner may 
have suffered. He does, however, by 
so doing assume no liability for the 
ill-gotten gains of the publisher.

The clearance between 30-pica ejec- 
tor and vise should be .002 to .004 
inch, top and bottom and the disk 
should slide freely on and off the 
studs. 

After the stud blocks have been set 
and tried out, the vise should be 
drilled for the dowels. 

The parallelism of mold and first 
elevator jaws should be checked. It 
may be necessary to adjust the eleva- 
tor slide gibs or alter the front jaw 
key. 

You say the mold is clean. It is 
hard to believe, but a mold that has 
been cleaned to shine like a mirror 
has more affinity for type metal than 
a mold that has a slight gray tarnish. 
Clean the rib grooves, too. Damaged 
liners, warped molds and dull trim- 
ming knives are the source of much 
stuck slug trouble.

unethical and should not be resorted 
to under any circumstances. 

Controversies which cannot be set- 
tled by friendly discussion should be 
submitted to arbitration. 

Estimates should be based upon 
sound cost data. In those cases where 
a figure cannot be given with some 
degree of accuracy, work should be 
accepted only on a time basis. 

Estimates solicited by the customer 
for checking purposes (after the job 
is completed) should be made from 
original copy only, with complete 
knowledge of all factors, as explained 
by both parties involved. 

Soliciting business direct from our 
customer’s accounts without our cus- 
tomer’s assent is unethical. 

Layouts, ideas, copy, type designs, 
etc., when not our own should be used 
only with permission of the rightful 
owners. 

The health, welfare and interests of 
our workmen should receive our sym- 
pathetic and helpful interest. 

“The laborer is worthy of his hire” 
and in all cases the employer should 
pay fair wages in harmony with the 
value of the work performed. 

The future of the industry depends 
on today’s young workmen. It is there- 
fore the duty of employers to see that 


_ fundamentally qualified apprentices 


receive proper training for the good of 
the apprentice, the employer and the 
industry, and that every worthy activ- 
ity in printing education, both local 
and national, shall be given proper 
support by the industry. 


Trade Customs 


Experimental work performed on 
order or at the request of customers, 
including layouts, art work, trial com- 
position, and proofs, etc., will be 
charged for. No work will be done on 
a_ speculative basis. 


Quotations: All quotations are 
based on the presently prevailing scale 
of wages, hours of work, cost of mate- 
rials, tax rates, etc. Any increase or 
decrease will be charged for or cred- 
ited accordingly.

tained by the printer as security until 
all just claims against the customer 
have been satisfied. 

Estimates differ from Quotations in 
that they are approximate prices, while 
quotations are set prices. 

Alterations. Quotations are based 
on copy as originally submitted. Any 
change therefrom automatically in- 
volves a change in quotation. Composi- 
tion is set in accordance with the copy 
furnished. Author’s alterations in the 
composition or layout are an additional 
charge. When style and type are left 
to the best judgment of the printer or

is also an art that has grown, through 
man’s need, into a great industry.” 

The Milwaukee organizations which 
assisted the Craftsmen celebrate the 
246th anniversary of Benjamin Frank- 
lin’s birth were: the Milwaukee Litho 
Club, the Milwaukee Advertising Club, 
the Women’s Advertising Club, the Di- 
rect Mail Advertisers Association, the 
Graphic Arts Guild, the Graphic Arts 
Association and the Graphic Arts Young 
Executive’s Association. 

Speaking from the economic view- 
point, Colonel Palmer asserted that “the 
printing industry is one of the very few 
industries . . . which is last to feel the 
dire effects of economic depressions, and 
among the first to emerge. The explana- 
tion is easily found—its facilities are 
constantly in demand in all attempts to 
ward off recessions and to aid in build- 
ing the national economy back again to 
sound levels.” 

Colonel Palmer further pointed out 
that America is becoming a prolific read- 
ing nation. He referred to the statistics 
of newspaper, magazine and book pub- 
lishers which indicate a steady growth 
during the last decade. Another indica- 
tion of what the future of printing in 
America might be, is in “the quite enor- 
mous increase in the number of persons 
attaining higher education, which pro- 
vides a favorable factor in the potential 
future for printing.” 


Despite the growth of the printing in- 
dustry following World War II, when 
26,000 veterans were absorbed into the 
training programs, he asserted that even 
more skilled workers are needed. “To 
assure a continuous flow of trained me- 
chanics,” Colonel Palmer said. “the 
training programs must be expanded and 
improved.” 

Arthur A. Wetzel, president of Wetzel 
brothers, Milwaukee, advised that print- 
ers should imitate their American pa- 
tron, Benjamin Franklin, in his devotion 
to public service and social duties. “We

Paper Engineering Course at Lowell Tex- 
tile Institute, Martin J. Lydon, Institute 
president, has announced.

22, the “manufacturers” regulation; and 
CPR 34, covering service businesses. 

The new regulation restates the ex- 
emptions, fixes a base period for pricing 
practices and, for determining ceiling 
prices, provides a formula made up of 
four factors—materials charges, produc- 
tion charges, margin, and_ delivery 
charges. 

The two general exemptions granted 
in May 1951 are restated in the new 
regulation. These are: 


Gross Sales under $50,000: You are 
exempt from price control if you are 
engaged primarily in the business of 
publishing, printing, typesetting, plate- 
making, binding, or rendering related 
services, and your gross sales in the pre 
ceding calendar year did not exceed $50, 


000. 


Information Printing: Also exempt 
from price control are your sales of 
those commodities whose primary value 
depends on editorial content, expression 
of ideas or dissemination of information, 
including but not limited to books, mag- 
azines, periodicals, newspapers; materials 
furnished for publication by any press 
association or feature service; pamphlets, 
leaflets, sheet music, music rolls, stamp 
albums, globes, maps, charts; catalogues, 
directories, programs, house organs, 
menus: advertising matter printed on 
paper (except containers, labels and cer- 
tain kinds of book matches); time tables, 
tariffs and price lists. 

The exemption applies to all services

Under the new regulation each printer 
or publisher determines his own ceiling 
prices by use of a pricing formula con- 
taining factors for raw materials, produc- 
tion charges, margin, and_ delivery 
charges. (Filing of applications or sched- 
ules with OPS is NOT required except 
in certain circumstances.) You apply these 
formula factors, with certain limitations, 
just as you did during your “base 
period.” 


You select for your base period any 
one of the calendar quarters between 
July 1, 1949, and June 24, 1950; you 
may choose different base periods for 
different product lines. If you were not 
in business during the base period but 
started before this regulation was issued, 
you must use as your base period the 


30 days immediately preceding Feb. 4, 
1952. 


This doesn’t mean that you are held 
to prices you charged during that quar- 
ter. You use the base period primarily 
to establish your pricing method or for- 
mula and other practices which you will 
use to compute your current ceiling 
prices. 


Naturally you will, as you are entitled 
to do, select as your base period that 
quarter which offers you the best price- 
wise. For example: If you increased your 
percentage of mark-up or margin for any 
class of work or to any classes of cus- 
tomers between July 1, 1949 and June
